TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Special Dispatch to 1e Tribune. 9 


Usrontown, Pa., Nov. 29.—The boiler ex- 
dloston yesterday afternoon at the coal works of 
Reid Brothers, near Dunbar furnace, eight miles 
below here, turns out to have been worse than 
at first supposed. Two men were instantly kill- 
ed, and one died within an hour. Their names 
were Richard Evans, J.J. Miller, and Daniel 
McGarvey. Two more, John Mowey and Joseph 
Mayone, died last night. and the sixth man, 
Morgan McGill, this afternoon. John Dougher- 
ty, the pit boss, is seriously hurt, both external- 
ly and internally, and his recovery is 
considered improbable, Seven other men 
are suffering from wounds, scalds, and 
burns, but none of them are 
thought to be fatally injured. The disaster oc- 
curred in this way: Eight men were on the roof 
of the boiler-house, aud. with the assistance of a 
number below, were erecting a new smokestack. 

The steam, penetrating through the roof, an- 
noyed the men above, and Vayone, the yard- 
boss, ordered the escape-valve to be closed. 
This was done, and within two minutes the 
boiler exploded with terrific force. Daniel 
McGarvey, the engineer, was thrown 100 feet in 
the air and 150 feet distant, into 
an adjoining feld. He alighted on 
his head in a _ beaten clay foot-path, 
in which his bead half buried itself. The force 
of the fall raptured his abdomen. John Mowey 
Was scalded to death. His flesh was cook 

Richard Evans was killed by a bar of iron strix- 
ing him across the forehead and imbedding it- 
self in bis brain. Vavone died last night and 
McGill this afternoon, both from internal and 
external injuries, The boiler was torn into 
shreds. Hardly a fragment as large as a man’s 
hat can be found. Of the boiler-house nothing 
can be tound, except here and there a stick of 
wood. The general demolition could not have 
been more complete. With the exceotion of 
McGarvey, all the killed leave large familics.

appropriation for the collection of the Internal- 
Revenue tax throughout the whole country. In 
the regions of country named there are known, 
to exist about 5,000 copber stills, many of which, 
at vertain times, are lawfully used im the pro- 
duction of brandy from apples and peaches, but 
Lam couvinced thata large portion of these 
stills have been aud are used in the illicit manu- 
facture of spirits. This nefarious business has 
been carried on, as arule, by a determined set 
of men, who, in their various neighborhoods, 
league together tor defense agaist tue ollicers 
of the law, and at a given signal are ready to 
come ther with arms im their hands to 
drive the officers of the Internal Revenue out of 
the country.“ Referring to the. conditional 
amnesty granted to violators of revenue laws, 
the Commissioner says he is not without bope 
that some good results may follow the course 
>that bas been pursued. One advantage that 
has been derived from tbe ammesiy ac- 
corded is seen in the fact that, where- 
as previousiy our oflicers could scarce- 
iy enter the infected counties without 
being fired on, they are now abie, in most cases, 
to police the districts with comparative safety. 
He is, however, opposed to arepetition of tuis 
business of wholesale amnesty, By the efforts 
already put forth, the Commissioner says, we 
virtually have peaceable possession of the Fourth 
and Fifth Districts of North Carolina, Georgia, 
West Tennessee, Keatucky, Alabama, aud Arkan- 
sas, in many of which formidabie resistance to 
the enforcement of the law has prevatied. We 
can no dout retain the advantage thus gained 
if sutticient means are allowed fur thoroughly 
policing the districts, for it is only by con- 
tinuous policing the districts that frauds can 
be kept down. In the western portion of the 
Fifth Virginia District, in part of West Vir- 
ginia, in the Sixtb North Carclina District, in 
part of South Carolina, and im the Second 
and Fifth Districts of Tennessee, I appre- 
hend further serious difficuities in the en- 
forcement of the laws. It is very desirable, 
in order to prevent bioodshed, that the Internal 
Revenue forces sent into these infected 
regions to make seizures and arrests shall be so 
strong as to deter armed resistance. Experi- 
ence has shown that the temptation for de- 
frauding the Government of the revenues on 
spirits is so great that these distillers will not 
voluntarily observe the law, and that these 
frauds cannot be suppressed and prevented 
without the organization of posses in sufficient 
strength to demonstrate to violators of the law 
the determination and ability of the Goveru- 
ment toenforce its laws by its own olilicers 
through its own courts. 

THE TOBACCO TAX. 

With reference to the proposed reduction of 
the tobacco tax, the Commissioner argues that 
the reduction of the tax one-third, as proposed 
by the bill now pending, would inevitably result 
in a correspondiog reduction of the revenue de- 
rived from that source, and this has reference 
to the proposition in favor ot a reduction of 
the tax, that a reduction thereof will not 
result im a decrease of the revenue 
from this source, but by stimulating con- 
sui ption would ultimately increase the receipts. 
Referring to another argument in favor of re- 
ducing such taxation, to the effect that the 
present rate of taxation depresses the value of 
leaf tobacco in the hands of the producers, and 
that tae proposed reductioa of the rate of tax- 
ation will inure to their benefit by enbancing 
the market value of their produsts, Commis- 
sioner Raum states that an exemination of the 
market quotations of tobacco fora series of vears 
fails to show that the tax on manufactured tobac- 
co has had any depressing effect of the market 
price of leaf tobacco. He shows by a table iu 
another part of his report that the business of 
manuiacturing tobacco bas, vear by year, in- 
creased; that it is now di throughout the 
whole United States, and that some of tbe 
largest mavufactories are at great distances 
irom the source of supply of the leaf; so it will 
be seen that there must be a constant comveti- 
tion among manulacturers for the pur- 
chase of tie various choice grades of leaf 
tobacco that are used in the production of 
the great variety of brands of manufactured to- 
bacco, and fails to comprehend bow this com- 
petition would be increased bya reduction of 
the rate of taxation on the manufactured arti- 
cle. A statement included in the report shows 
that there were 159,761 hogsheads of tobacco 
in warehouse on the first of the present month, 
against 50,656 bo~sheads for the corresponding 
period of 1875. If, to the depressing 
influence this large surplus stock must 
exert, there is now added a proionged agitation 
for the reduction of the tax, 60 as to withdraw 
the manufactures from the market, the result 
to the planters cannot be otherwise than detri- 
mental. It may be insisted that shipping leaf 
is unsuited for manufacturing purposes, and 
that, therefore, its price would bave no material 
effect upon the value of the manufacturing leaf. 
This statement. however, would be fallacious, 
for it is an ascertamed fact that the 
tastes of the people vary so much that, 
to produce manufactured tobaceo to meet all 
demands, manufacturers are compelled to draw 
their stocks from all pertions of the country. 
It is, therefore, obvious that the price of the 
tobacco used by our manufacturers is affected 
by the foreign demand for the surplus product. 
A smail acctimulated surplus; light crops, and 
an active foreign demand, will increase the 
price of all grades, while large accumulated 
stocks, heavy crops, and a siuggish foreigo 
demand, will result in a depression of prices of 
all grades; and these results would be pro- 
duced whether the tax on mantlacturea tobacco 
remained at 24 cents, or should be reduced to 
16 cents per pound, or if the tax were entirely 
removed. The vill before the Senate proposes 
a reduction of the tax op cigars from $6 to $5 
per 1,000. This would be equivalent to reduc- 
ing the tax on each cigar one mill. It is in- 
credibie that such a reduction can affect the 
retail price or in any degree overate to stimulate 
the consumption of cigars, and in my opinion 
the reduction would be an absolute loss of 
revenue without any compensating advantages. 
it is to be noted that the agitation for the re- 
duction of the tax on manufactured tobaeco does 
not come from the consumers, who along pay 
the tax. Not a single taxpayer has yet come 
forward as such to demand its reduction. The 
whole movement, in my judgement, involves an 
absolute sacrifice of $11,000,000 of revenue with- 
out a reasonable prospect of benefit to the pro- 
ducer or relief to the taxpayer. 

COLLECTIONS. 

A statement of the collections of internal- 
revenue tax by districts for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1878, shows that the sum of $110,654,- 
240.86 was collected and accounted for during 
the past fiscal year, and that the sum of 88, 
705.55 remains unaccounted for. During the 
year ended June 30, 1877, the mternal-revenue 
collections were $118,955,184.25. There remains 
unaccounted for that period the sum of 
$1,900. It thus appears that during the last two 
tiscal years the sum of $229,649,465.11 has been 
collected aud accounted for, and the sum of 
$11,605.55 has been collected and not accounted 
for. Each item making up this last amount 
has deen reported to the First Comptroller for 
suit. The Commissioner is assured that 
the amounts due will be during 
the present year, the sureties the Collect- 
ors’ bonds bei catirely so that there 
will be no actual loss to the United States, The 
total cost of collecting internal revenue in the 
United States for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1878, was $4,056,910, being less than 3% 
per cent upon the whole amount collected. The 
Commissioner thinks that the revenue for the 
present fiscal year, if the rate of taxation is not 
disturbed, will not fall short of $115,000,000.

BOBUMER. 

Secretary Evarts has written a letter in re- 
gard to the Boeumer case, in which the foliow- 
ing position is taken in regard to the Bancroft 
treaty: 

A uaturalized German, having returned to Ger- 
many. would, during a sojourn of two years in 
that country. be regarded by me as standing in 
every respect upon an equal footing with the 
native bern citizen who visits Germany, and on 
that account should enjoy the protecting interven- 
tion of this Government to the same extent 4s a 
native bern citizen. In case, however, the natu- 
ralized citizen should extend his stay in Germany 
over two years, then that clause of the 
treaty which allows the German Govern- 
ment to consider such sojourn a renunciation 
of the citizenship of the United States would be- 
come effective against him after the expiration of 
the two years’ period. The Federal Government 
would therefore on its owu part not regard pro- 
tecting intervention a matter of course, but make 
it dependent upon specia! considerations, whether 
it would be proper to msist upon American citizen- 
ship, though longer residence in his native land of 
the party applying placed him within reach of the 
above-mentioned clause of the treaty. If you 
will peruse that clause of the Bancroft treaty, 
you will, as 1 believe, become convinced that such 
a difference is unavoidable.

The police arrangements were imperfect at 
this poiat, and an attempt by the Marquis to 
address some complimentary words to the mili- 
tary authorities was interrapted by the uproar 
of the surving crowd. 

The Marquis and Princess alighted from the 
carriage and was escorted into the hall, where 
they were shown to their magnificent quarters. 

‘The troops who were on duty, 3.000 in nam- 
ber, consisted of the Prince of Wales Rifles, 
Garrison Artillery, Engineers, Fifth and Sixth 
Fusilers, Fifth aud Sixth Battalion, and 
Montreal Cavalry.

A NOTEWORTHY INCIDENT

Mitwavuxes, Nov. 29.—Immediately after the 
late election there was much talk among promi- 
nent hard-money Democrats of an atiempt to 
reorganize the Democratic party on a hard- 
money basis, giving the cold shoulder to the 
Greenbackers in all directions, and refusing in 
advance any alliance with any new or separate 
fattion or organization. But the proportions of 
the Republican victory grew so large and spread 
so completely over the whole ground that utter 
disgust, disappoiutment, and demoralization 
were the the result, and the plans for estab- 
lishing the Hard- Money Democracy” did not 
make progress. Recently, however; the proj- 
ect has been revived, and there is talk of an in- 
formal gathering either in Milwaukee or at 
Madison at an early day to consider the sub- 
ject, though thie meeting may be postponed 
till the meeting of the Legislature. It will be 
remembered that a similar movement for the 
organization of the War Democracy" was 
made in 1863, and Matt Carpenter, A. Hyatt 
Smith, Charles D. Robinson, Gen. Lucius Fair- 
child, Gen. J. J. Guppy, the late Jonathan E. 
Arnold, and many volunteer army officers in 
the field, of Democratic antecedents, were en- 
gaged to a greater or less extent in the move- 
ment. This action was the result of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention in that year, which, as 
in 1877,—avother year of bad repute,—was held 
at Fond du Lac, and adopted the pro-siavery 
address written by E. G. Ryan, now Chief Jus- 
tice.

THE CONSPIRACY TO KEEP SHERIFF HOFF- 

MANN OUT OF HIS OFFICE. 
One of the daily journals yesterday pub- 
lished a quantity of matter, dished up in 
a variety of forms, which revealed what looks 
very much like a conspiracy to keep Maj. 
Horruaxx from taking possession of the office 
of Sheriff, to which he has been elected by 
the people, as a means to enable Kenn, the 
bummers’ candidate, to retain possession of 
said office after the expiration of the term for 
which he was elected. The claim is, that 
Maj. Horrmaww is ineligible to the office 
under the following provision of the State 
Constitution: 

No person who has been or hereafter shall be 
convictéd of bribery, perjury, or other infamous 
crimes; nor any person who has been or may be a 
collector or holder of public moneys, who shall not 
have accounted for and paid over, aecording to law. 
all such moneys due from him, shall be eligible to 
the General Assembly or to any office of profit or 
trust in the State, 

The Kern organ charges that Maj. Horr- 
mann, as Collector of the Town of West 
Chicago, failed to account for and pay over a 
certain sum (not specified) which amounted 
to 2 per cent on the taxes collected for the 
City of Chicago, and that, by reason thereof, 
he cannot assume and exercise the functions 
of Sheriff. But the Kern concern is not 
content with excluding Maj. Horruaxx from 
the office ; it also proposes to keep Krnw in 
office, and to that end invokes the aid of in- 
junctions which did such excellent service 
for the T wir Ring in New York in defeat- 
ing the will of the people, and protecting 
the official thieves. Whether all this is to 
be regarded as a cheap sensation of the Kran 
concern, or whether it foreshadows a delib- 
erate purpose to keep Kern in office beyond 
his term, and in defiance of the will of the 
people, itis an infamous piece of business 
and is bound to miscarry, 

1. As to Maj. Horruann’s eligibility. The 
constitutional provision cited is directed in 
express terms against those persons who 
have been convicted of critae, or having 
failed to pay over moneys received in the 
capacity of Collector. This does not apply 
to Maj. Horr uam certainly. Even if that 
gentleman were actually under indictment as 
a defaulter, that circumstance would not 
render him ineligible; but no indictment 
has been found against him, th is not 
rere 
sense; there is only the untrustworthy and 
irresponsible assertion of the Kern concern, 
prompted, as usual, by a malignant and par- 
tisau purpose. The notion that any Court 
would, if it could, exclude Maj. Horrmanxy 
from the office to which he has been elected 
on such a showing as this is utterly pre- 
posterous, 

2. As to the 2 per cent commissions. It has 
not even been decided by a final Court that 
the withholding of 2 per cent commission is 
unlawful or wrong. Henes the Kzen con- 
cern charges as a disqualification a circum- 
stance which has not yet been adjudged un- 
lawful or disqualifying. Maj. Horrmann was 
Town Collector; the settlement of his ac- 
counts was with the Town Board of West 
Chicago. That Board has made no complaint 
and no demand upon him for money in his 
possession, though the settlement was made 
long ago. Since that settlement, it has been 
declared by a Judge in a lower court, and in 
another case, that a Town Collector bas no 
right to receive 2 per cent commission or any 
other compensation in excess of $1,500 a 
year; and Maj. Horrmann has said that, if 


this construction of the law can be sustained 


by the Supreme Court, he will pay over 
every penny mn excess of the $1,500 and the 
actual expenses of the office, if there be any 
such excess, 

Before Maj. Horrmaxwn could be disqualified 
under the constitutional provision, then, sev- 
eral things would need to occur which have 
not yet occurred, viz.: (1) A decision of the 
Supreme Court that it is unlawful for a Town 
Collector to receive from a Town Board 2 
per cent provided for in the collection of 
city taxes; (2) a demand for money from 
Horruaxx alleged to be thus unlawfully with- 
held; (3) a refusal on Horrmann’s part to 
turn over such money; and (4) proof and 
conviction that he was unlawfully withhold- 
ing money which he ought to pay over. 

8. As to the proceedings in the case. It is 
hinted by the Kean concern that Kur, the 
present incumbent, may be enjoined from 
turning over his office to Horrmann pending a 
legal inquiry into the latter’s eligibility, and 
that this would excuse Kenn ur holding on 
to the office. No such proceeding will be 
successful. It was held by the Circuit 
Judges sitting in banc m the Evans case 
(Judge McAuuister delivering the opinion) 
that the question of eligibility could not be 
determined by any collateral proceeding. 
The proceeding in that case was a mandamus 
to compel the Supervisor to accept Evans’ 
bond, and, though Evans was kept out 
of the office finally on the ground that the 
Supervisor was the sole judge of the bond, 
and need not approve it unless he wanted to, 
the Judges all concurred in pronouncing the 
charge of ineligibility as not pertinent. In 
other words, it was decided that eligibility 
can only be tested by a direct quo warranto 
proceeding, and this can only be instituted 
against Horrmann after he shall have been in- 
ducted into office. 

4. As to Kxnn’s holding over. This is im- 
possible in any case. The law provides that 
the Sheriff shall hold his office till the expira- 
tion of his term or until his successor shall 
be elected and qualified.” The fact is that 
Maj. Horrmann Aas been elected and has 
actually qualified. He has filed his bond; it 
has been approved; the County” Clerk has 
made the necessary certificate ; and the Gov- 
ernor of the State has issued the official com- 


:

pointed and qualified, the Coroner shall per- 
form all the duties required by law ta be 
performed by the Sheriff. If, then, Horr- 
many shall be adjudged ineligible (which is 
ridieulous and out of the question as the 
case stands), Coroner Mans will be the 
Sheriff ad interim, and not ex-Sheriff Kern. 

It is very generally asserted that Kren is 
at the bottom of this feeble and ridiculous 
conspiracy, and the fact that his organ has 
sprung it upon the people would seem to 
confirm such a view of the case.

| MONEY IN FRANCE. 

In an article yesterday on the supply of 
metpllic money in France, the statement was 
inadvertently made that the weights of 
French coin show in the relation of 15 bf 
silver to 1 of gold. This, of course, should 
have been 15} of silver to 1 of gold. 

The figures given of the amount of mony 
in circulation in France were doubtless M- 
traordinary. They were: 2

This is over $50 per head of the tqal 
population of France. The mode of 42 
business in France is vastly different frgj 
that in the United States or in Englagd. 
There are no such institutions in Franc as 
savings banks in the sense known in this 
country. The banks, as places of deposit, 
are resorted to by comparatively few persons, 
Most dealers are their own bavkers, and in 
the country the practice of hoardirg is uni- 


versal, Every head of a family hoards his 


savings, keeping them through life until the 
marriage of a son or daughter or some such 
event calls for the use of the money, when it 
is drawn from its hiding-place, In this way 
all over France there is.alarge sum of 
metallic money held by the people but not 


in active use. The praetice so general in 


this country and England, of depositing 
money in banks to be by them loaned out, 
exists only toa limited extent in France. 
The investment of money for the sake of 
the interest is not general, as in England. In 
England the accumulated wealth in the form 
of money is invested not only in the national 
debt but in the bonds of foreign Govern- 
ments and in all manner of railroad, steam- 
ship, and municipal bonds, so that probably 
there is nearly as much English capital in- 
vested in these foreign debts as there is in 
the English national debt. 

In France, investments in interest-bearing 
bonds are mainly confined to the national 
and municipal bonds. The national debt of 
France in January, 1875, was 83,750,887, 
129. This debt was held by 4,380,933 per- 
sons. The City of Paris at the end of 1876 
owed a debt of $394,000,000. Otaer cities 
also had large debts. Outside of the invest- 
ments in these debts, the money, especially 
the metallic money, in the hands of the peo- 
ple of France was hoarded and substantially 
withdrawn from active circulation. This 
will explain why that country holds so much 
coin far beyond the uses for business in pro- 
portion to other countries where money is 
generally employed actively, and where, 
through the employment of banks, so much 
less is actually needed in commercial trans- 
actions. g 


THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN OOMPLICATION. 
The news from London and St. Petersburg 


is of anature on the surface to indicate a 
speedy rupture of the pacific relations 
between Russia and England, growing out 
of the pending Anglo-Afghan campaign. It 
is not probable, however, that any active in- 
terference of Russia on behalf of the Ameer 
will take place unless Russian interests are 
attacked or endangered. The talk about 
war in which some of the correspondents are 
engaged is only the echo of the national 


ybluster and blowing of trumpets which the 


Russian people have been indulging in since 
war was declared, and is of the same kind of 
harmless entertainment as characterized the 
English people when Russia declared war 
against Turkey. It is also evident that 
the speech of Gen. Kavrrman to the 
Ameer, which has recently been made 
public, in which he assured the 
Ameer of Russian assistance in case of 
an attack upon him by England, has been 
instrumental in producing the impression 
thata war is inevitable, although ‘the ab- 
surdity of the impression is apparent when 
itis remembered that the speech was made 
before the Treaty of Berlin was signed, and 
when the status was different from what it is 
now. 

There can be no doubt, however, that 
Russia is ready to precipitate a long and 
tedious diplomatic struggle. Gen. Kaurr- 
MAN has sounded the key-note of it in his

campaign against Turkey by similar methods. 
In this work she will be aided by the pres- 
ence of a diplomatic envoy in Cabul hav- 
ing confidential relations with the Ameer, 
and the absence of an Engliish representa- 
tive to keep watch upon his movements. 
With the Russian talent for diplomacy and 
intrigue, it will be singular if the unfolding 
of the plot does not reveal some interesting 
situations and well-managed 

9 Diplomacy to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, the evident intention of England in this 
campaign is not so much to punish the Ameer 
for his insulting rejection of the Anglo-In- 
dian expedition, as to permanently occupy 
not only the Khyber Passes, but the whole 
strip of semi-independent territory that lies 
between the Indian and real Afghan frontier, 
which would strengthen her defense of India 
on the northwest, and erect a new and strong 
barrier against Russian aggression from the 
direction of Turkestan. England will just 
as certainly exact territorial indemnity as 
Russia did, and will permanently occupy a 
portion of Afghanistan. How is Russia to 
prevent if, unaided by the other Powers, 
and what interests have the other Powers 
in this Asiatic quarrel? Germany is the 
only Power to whom she gould look, 
and Germany has already refused her 
application to allaw her carte blanche 
in Central Asia. It is a very forlorn hope 
that Germany will enter into an alliance with 
her against England to promote interests 
with which she has not the most remote con- 
nection. It would be a still more forlorn 
hope for Russia to expect success in a single- 
handed conflict in that remote quarter of the 
globe, with which she has no railroad con- 
nection and to which she would be obliged 
to march her armies hundreds of miles 
through mountains and inhospitable re- 
gions, while England, with all India at 
her back, and with her swift and 
convenient water transportation, could 
pour in troops by thousands without 
diffienlty and with little delay. Russia may 
be rash enough to enter upon such a conflict, 
but it is more likely that the struggle with 
England will consist of sharp diplomatic en- 
counters and stratagems with the not impas- 
sible denouement of a consultation of the 
Powers, as a Board of Arbitration, to settle 
the conflict of interests between the two 


countries.

BAD TEMPER AND BAD LOGIC. 

It is a pity that Col. Warrerson, of the 
Courier-Journal, does not edit a weekly 
newspaper in the interior of Mississippi; 
his peculiar talents are wasted in the com- 
paratively cold climate of a border State, and 
in a city which has taken on some of the 
commercial and phlegmatic habits of the 
North. His is hot blood, which boils over at 
mere mention of the word ‘* Confederate,” 
and there are districts in the depths of the 
South that would furnish him with a clientele 
of keen appreciation at the way in which he 
metaphorically ‘‘chaws up” the Radicals of 
the North. Col. Warrenson fights about 
seventeen imaginative duels a day in aveng- 
ing the insults put upon the extinct Con- 
federacy, and leads new columns against 
Northern invaders of the sacred soil” of 
the South. This is a harmless indulgence of 
repressed ambition, but there is a wider 
field for it further south than Louisville. 
Kentucky borders too closely upon Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois to respond to Ool. 
Warrerson’s flights with that fervid admira- 
tion and animated sympathy which they 
merit. 

A recent editorial in the Courier-Journal 
in reply to some matter-of-fact reflections on 
the part of Tur Cutcaco TUNE has all of 
the tropical and much of the bucolic flavor 
of similar productions in red-hot Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, or Mississippi neighbor- 
hoods. We are told that the internal affairs 
of the South are “ perpetually revised at the 
North and judged by the rule of poltroon 
misrepresentation and malice”; that “ there 
is not a decent white man in South Carolina 
(why limit the assertion to one Southern 
State ?] who would vote a local Republican 
ticket”; that the negroos are the merest 
creatures of circumstance,” that they can- 
not control themselves, being in a semi-bar- 
baric state,” that they are no more capable of 
voting with intelligence than the Hottentot 
or Comanche,” and that they must be con- 
trolled by somebody.” 

The brief extracts and chronicles of Col. 
Watrerson will give some notion of the un- 
comfortable state of irritation to which he 
works himself up in defense of the Southern 
methods, formerly known as the Mississippi 
plan,” but of late generally extended through- 
out the Cotton States. The provocatign for 
this intemperate outbreak was a suggestion 
made by Tun Trisvne in good faith that 
Col. Watrerson would serve the Southern 
people better in the end by combating their 
subversion of popular government and vio- 
lation of political rights than by defending 
or encouraging it. This he characterizes as 
“downright hypocrisy and cant, Pecksniff 
and Chadband combined,” and retorts that 
the Republican party misgoverned the South 
for ten years and ‘‘ confiscated all of the 
property which it did not mortgage.” He 
also says that the responsible people of the 
South are just now engaged in running the 
affairs of that section in the interest of 
„law and order,” and not a riff-raff of parti- 
san politicians and editors away up North, 
who ‘don’t care a damn for the nigger or 
any other man.’ ” 

This exhibition of Southern temper is 
somewhat out of place so far north as Louis- 
ville, but it is rather amusing at a safe dis- 
tance. But, while enjoying it as one may enjoy 
any trait of character which is sufficiently 
pronounced to attract attention, we may per- 
haps be permitted to remark that it is utterly 
irrelevant and considerably incoherent, The 
subject under discussion was the Confederate 
means employed to secure a Solid South.” 
The means, in brief, was the disfranchise- 
ment of the colored voters ; in detail, it con- 
sisted of systematic intimidation, the break- 
ing up ot publican meetings, forcible 
seizure of the voting-places, unconscionable 
repeating, ballot-box stuffing, and other 
methods of election frauds. Mr. Watrznson, 
in his rage, has forgotten to deny these 
charges, but rather admits and defends such 
practices when he says that the negroes “ are 
in a semi-barbaric state”; that they are no 
more fit to vote than ‘‘the Hottentot or 
Comanche,” and that they must be con- 
trolled by somebody.”

In the same article it was 
said that the National Banks could redeem 
their notes in greenbacks unless Congress shall 
interfere, and compei them by an amendment 
of the law to redeem in coin.

A PLEA FOR THE WABASH. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cmaicaco, Nov. 20.--Last Wednesday Tas 
Tame printed, as usual, in advance of all its 
contemporaries East zud West, the somewhat 
startling intelligence that the Wabash Directory 
bad finaliy perfected arrangements for entering 
Chicago. That article, however, contained ope 
serig1s error,—an error which would readily 
correct iiseli in the mind of railroad men. 
Tuas Tumor article stated that the pew 
Wabasu Road from St. Louis to Chicago would 
be 127 miles in length. It sbouid have read 
283 miles, as follows: East St. Louis to 
Bement, 133; Bement to Strawn, 53; Strawn 
to Chicago (to be constructed), 97. 
The rival lines between Chicago and st. Louis 
are the Alton, 280, and the Liinois Central, 284. 
In all other matters touching this new line Ius 
TRIBUNE was correct. The Wabash not oniy 
proposes to build into Chicago, but its manage- 
ment autvorizes Tun TRIBUNE to state that in 
coming bere it seeks business alone. The Wa- 
bash Road proper traverses three of the t- 
est States in the centre of the United States. 
Continuing in this strain, one of the Wabash 
ie pe desires to bave Tum Tripons remind 
t public that it is one of 
t few great railroads which has 
never sought to ipfiuence legislation in 
its ipterests. While its Presidents, Directors, 
and attorneys bave been active poiiticians, 
legisiators, and Congressmen in the sevoral 
States through which its lines run, no one can 
say that the Wabash Koad has ever besicged a 
State Legislature or in ite behalf,

THE 10WA POOL. 

A leading official of one of the Iowa pool lines 
stated to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday that 
the principal cause of the discrimination against 
Chicago on the Council Bluffs business is the 
working of the Iowa law. It is the interest of 
the Iowa pool lines to take all the business they 
can to Chicago, and every pound of freignt 
diverted from this city injures their property 
more than the merchants of this place. The 
Iowa law provides that the railraads shall not 
make lower rates from a point further distant 
than another one. Thus, they cannot reduce 
the rates from Council Biuffs without reducing 
also the rates from local points this side of it.

Other grain was firm in sympathy, except that bar- 
ley was irregular, as usual. Provisions tended up- 
ward, being started early by some rather large por- 
chases of futures by a local operator, though the 
receipts of hogs were somewhat larger than ex- 
pected. The fact that Tharsday was a holiday did 
not seem to make any appreciable difference in the 
volame of trading yesterday, and there was less 
evening upfor December than was anticipated 
by parties watching the deal, Some 
fears were expressed that there will yet be war 
between Russia and England arising out of the 
trouble in Afghanistan; but the general opinicn 
seemed to be that Russia will gauge her policy in 
this affair by that of England during the Turkish 
struggle, and that there will be no open rupture 
between the two Powers. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry goods was 
somewhat increased as compared with the preced- 
ing days of the week, Thursday having been a 
holiday, but in all other respects the market was 
unchanged. Grocers were doing a fair business at 
about previous rates, the general market preserv- 
ing a fairly steady tone. Coffees are stil! handled 
with considerabie caution, the tendency in Rio 
styles being rather downward. Mild grades, 
on the other hand, are firm. Sugars are 
dull. There was a fair movement in 
foreign and domestic dried fruits at 
unchanged prices, though raisins were 
quoted easy. Prices of fish were about steady. 
Nothing néw was noted in the butter market, 
choice and fancy qualities being in good request at 
full prices, while other grades were neglected and 
weak. Cheese was dull as previously quoted. 
Dealers in oils, paints, and colors were moderateiy 
busy, prices remaining as before. Leather was 
quiet, as were alse tobacco, bagging, and wood. 

The yard lumber market was steady under a fair 
demand from the country. The orders are toa 
large extent from the sections naturally tributary 
to this market, the trade with the new Western 
States having abated somewhat. The cargo offer - 
ings were small, and most of the vessels arnving 
are not going ont again. If the weather holds 
mild the east-shore ports may send over a few 
more loads. Prices are likely to remain as they 
now are during the remainder of the season.

SILVER VINDICATED. 
To the Editer of The Tribune. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Nov. 25.—I was greatly 
pleased and instracted by the paper eatitied 
* Silver Vindieated,” from the pen of Mr. 
George N. Jackson, of your city, and published 
in Tus Tripune & few daye ego. it is a suc 
einet statement of the issues involved in the 
gold and silver controversy, a complete epos ure 
of the sophisms of the mono-mctallists, and an 
exhaustive presentation and elaboration of the 
arguments in support of the bi-metallic money 
standard. It is clear in statement, abounds in 
statistical information, and is conclusive in 
argument. It shows the position of bi-metal- 
lists to be impregnaodle, and demonstrates not 
only the fallacious character of the reasoning 
of mono-metallists, but exhibits in a clear licht 
their disingenuousness and bad faith. It is so 
contise as to preclude all attempts at review 
without marring itssymmetry. It is condensed 
to the last degree, must be read from be- 
ginning to end to be appreciated according to 
its true merit. It ought to be placed in the 
hands of every voter in the land as the basis of 
intelligent opinion on the subject of the late, 
and still pending, controversy between the ad- 
vocates, respectively, of the mono-metallic and 
the bi-metallie monetary avstems. 

if, however, it is impossible to review Mr. 
Jackson’s paper without injustice to the author. 
I may show the conclusive character of some of 
the points nade. For example: Attention is 
called to the predictions of goldites as to the 
effect of the passage of the Silver act of Feb. 
W. 1876. It was claimed that the remonetiza- 
tion of silver would send the remium on. gold 
back to the old figures. Mr. shows by 
a table of gold quotations that the premium de- 
clined rather than advanced. It was claimed 
that our credit abroad would be sacrificed and 
Government bonds suffer a ruinous deprecia- 
tion. Mr. Jadksoo shows by à table of foreign 

auotations that our bonds advanced after the 
passage of the bill. It was claimed that remon- 
etization would stop the refunding 4 per cent 
scleme, and so prevent a saving of $17,000,000 
of annual interest. Mr. Jackson cites the fact 
that the sales of 4 ver cents have increased 
rather than diminished. tern vews- 
papers thredtened the West with the 
withdrawal of the confidence ot Eastern money- 
loaticrs iu the event of the passage of the bill, 
and a refusal to loan money to Western borrow- 
ers. Mr. Jackson shows that there was still an 
abundance of Eastern capital seeking invest- 
ment at the West, but generally r 
A striking feature of the paper is * ack 
theory as to the disastrous e ae de- 
monetization act of 1873. Heshows: 1. That, 
up tothe time of the passage of this act, “every 
ounce of sfiver ia the world had a rigbt to come 
to this country) and be eoined into dollars. 
2. That it did not come simply because it was 
worth more somewhere else; that is to say, the 
Latin Union standard of silver to gold being 
higher than ours kept silver from this market. 
3. That the fall in the price of silver which fol- 
lowed its demonetization by Germany would 
have sent silver to this country had it not been 
for the act of 1878, and that the coinage of sil- 
vér dollars, from that time on, would have been 
limited only by the capacity of the mints. 
4. That, under such a ‘movement and coin 
of silver, we would have had, by the Ist of Jan- 
vary next, 19) million silver dollars either in 
circulation or in tne Treasury. 5. That the 
opening of this new market for silver would 
soon have arrested the decline in price, and even 
restored it to the old figure, 59 pence. I cannot 
resist the temptetion to reproduce Mr. Jack- 
son’s conclusions as to what might bave been, 
deduced from the premises 1 have stated in con- 
densed form, as follows: 

1. A haltin the downward price of silver; a 
greatly diminished advance in @old, and conse- 
quently less shrinkage of values in every country 
where prices ate ex in terms of gold. 

2. Gold. asa denominator of value. having ceased 
to advance. our greenback would have ‘*caught 
up” with it early in 1877, wiping out our local pre- 
mium on gold, and arres the shrinkage of val- 
nes at the point where the legitimate effects of the 
panic of 1873 were exhausted 

3. With the aid of this large stock of silver dol- 
lars we would have drifted easily into the desired 
haven of specie payment, without the aid of legis- 
lation, at leasta year in advance of the day fixed 
by the act of 1875, 

4. Whatever evils may be imagined to come from 
such a large stock of silver coins, we would, up to 
that time, bavé been no worse off France. 
which has 500. 000, 000 silver fve-frane pieces, and 
where an uninterrupted period of prosperity has 
followed her severe national disasters. 

5. Two years lees of declining values, pros- 
trated industry, stagnant commerce, and a popu- 
lation suffering from the want of employment! 

It is iv order for the authors of the domoneti- 
zation scbeme of 1878 to show whether and 
wherein Mr. Jeckson is in efror either in bis 
premises or his deductions, If they cannot 
demonstrate the fallacy of his theory they m * 
stand afraignéd as respousible for an ine 
ble amount of mischieſ. 

Mr. Jackson's paper fitly opens the way for 
the new ca against the outrageous propo- 
sitions of the mono-metallists, and ably lays the 
groundwork of the demand that the people will 
surely make for the full restoration of silver to 
— ity with gold in the coinage of the country.

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POISONED SUGARS. 
To the Rditer af The Tribuna. 

Lake Forest, III., Nov. .- Two years ago 
a series of letters were published in your payer 
endeavoring to prove that nearly all of the 
sugars and sirups in the country were aduiter- 
ated with glucose or poisoned with acctate of 
lead, sulphuric acid, and other chemicals. 

Many seemed to doubt whether so poisonous 
an article as the acetate of lead were used by 
the refinera. Others thought that tn the subse- 
quent processes of the refinery it was so neu- 
tralized that it could dono practical ipjury. 
They said that chemista could not detect it by 
analysis. ae, therefore, that sugars refined by 
that chemical would not prove injurious. They 
failed to apprehend the fact that there are u 
multitude of things that are poisonous to the 
human system which the chemist cannot detect. 

It us true that but slight traces of lead were 
found by any of the analyste. Others failed to 
find any deleterious substances in the samples 
submitted to them. Nevertbeless there were 
invalids who knew from the effects pro- 
duced on themselves that the sugars were 
poisonous. A number of samples were sent to 
the Aun Arbor University, which were analyzed 
by the students. ;

The resemblance is established at so many 
points, indeed, that the reader needs to be on 
his guard lest he should de incautiously be- 
trayed into thinking that the two teachers were’ 
ot the same school. t there were two funda- 
mental articles of belief which Swedenborg and 
Channing did not share in common. One was 
in regard tothe Trimity. All of Dr. Barrets’s 
ingenuity has not availed to establish auy 
identity of opinion here. Channing thought of 
Christ as a man with a divine mission, but one 
whose humanity differed only in degree, not in 
kind, from that of Coniucius, Zoroaster, 
Aurelius, Socrates, and other sages and seers of 
antiquity. Swedenborg, on the other hand, ad- 
mitted the divinity of Christ and the separate 
existence of the Holy Spirit. His specula- 
tions as to the ese and the erstere need 
not blind any one to the fact that he accepted, 
though in a modified form, the doctrine of the 
—— 4 He repeatedly declares that a beliet in 
three Divine Persons is a belief in three Gods; 
but he teaches that there is à trinal distinction 
in the Divine nature—aot of persons, however, 
but of essential divine principles or attributes. 
It would be difficult to find in Dr. Channing’s 
writings anvthing that could be called a corre- 
spondence with this remarkable theorr. Dr. 
Barrett attempts (page 165) to establish the par- 
allel, but be hb not entirely successful, even on 
his own showing. 

The other fundamental difference between 
Swedenborg and Channing was that Channing 
did not believe in Swedenbore. There was noth- 
ing that Swedenborg believed in more thorough- 
ly than in himself. He thought that he had 
been admitted into personal communication 
with the angels and saints, that he had himself 
witnessed the Last General Judgment, and that 
he was in some sense endowed with a special 
prophetic mission. Dr. Channing did not be- 
lieve this. He did not believe in the ministry 
of angels, as Swedenborg believed in that doc- 
trine. He probably regarded Swedenborg, as 
most Unitarians now regard him, as a great and 
good man, laboring under an hallucivation. Dr. 
Channing had advanced from the vulgar and 
common opinion that Swedenborg was an im- 
postor; but there was stil! a vast gulf between 
his position aud that of an avowed Swedenbore- 
jan. Under these circumstances, we do not 
see that the attempt to establish a sub- 
stantial correspondence between the teachings 
of Swedenborg and those of Channing is likely 
to be successtul. Swedenborg’s prophetic char- 
acter was so much apart of his svstem that, 
without it, the system falls tothe ground. But 
we are not unwilling to see 80 earnest an at- 
tempt to put him right befure the world. The 
present little book, While it will not make many 
believe that he taught the same doctrines as Dr. 
Channing. will show that he was a hundred 
years ago in some respects abreast of what is 
now called The advanced thought of the age.“ 
If it shail at the same time tend to remove the 
prejudices that have been formed through mis- 
representation and ignorance against one of the 
great moral teachers of the world, it will have 
served an excellent purpose.

RACES OF EUROPEAN TURKEY. 

it has become the custom to look to English 
writers for information about turopesn Tur- 
key. Au exception to this rule may profitably 
be made in favor of a new book on The Races 
of European Turkey,” written by an American, 
Mr. Edson L. Clark, member of the American 
Oriental Society, and author of a previous work 
on a kindred subject, “The Arab and the 
Turk.” Mr. Clark has not had the advantage 
of travel through the countries he writes about, 
but he has been a diligent student of all the 
authorities. His book is chiefly historical, and 
not descriptive of the present condition of the 
pevple. He has attempied togive it the wider 
scope, but has been signally unsuccessful in 
this undertaking, which has been better done 
by other writers. It would be impossible, in- 
decd, for any one who has notliyedin the 
country to describe it better than Baker, Free- 
man, and Sergeant. Mr. Clark’s historical 
summary, on the other hand, is exceilent, em- 
bracing in small space the valuable parts of 
several large works; and bis examination of 
the race peculfarities of the Greeks, Albanians, 
and Slavs is extensive and interesting. 

The first part of the book is devoted toa 
study of the Byzantine Empire. The auchori- 
ties here are Gibbon’s “ Decline and Fall,“ Fin- 
lay’s Greece Under the Romans,’ and His- 
tory of the Byzawtine and Greek Empires,“ 
Neander’s History of the Christian Religion 
and Church.“ and Milman's “ History of Latin 
Christianity.“ The author begins with Justin- 
ian, in whose long reign it is truly said the 
glory of the Roman Empire in the Hast cul- 
minated and expired.“ The utter prostration 
of the Roman power in the first rears of Hera- 
clius must be regarded as the transition point 
between the Koman and Byzantine Emyures. 
‘‘The shattered aud prostrate Empire was to 
rise from its ruins, and te stand for centuries 
the richest, most powerful, and most civilized 
State in the world: but it was to rise a Greek 
and not a Latin power. Italy, Africa, Syria, 
and Egypt were to be finally severed from the 
Empire; Latin was togive place to Greek as 
the language of the Government and the law; 
and the common faith of the Greek Church was 
to become the vital bond of union to a 
reasonably bomogeneous and harmonious 
people.” This is a satisfactory account 
of the origin of the Byzantine Empire. 
It at once explains the author’s choice of 
Justinian’s reign for a beginuing, which, for 
other reasons, might have been put farther 
back. It will, indeed, be difficult to give reasons 
why a history of the European races in Turkey 
should start with the Byzantine Euipire, though 
the source of the Byzantine Empire may properly 
be put in the first years of the reign of Hera- 
clins. The treatment of the history of the 
Byzantine Empire is of necessity brief, and 
deals rather with epochs than events. It con- 
tairs, however, one valuable, if not wholly 
accurate, chapter explaining the causes of the 
mental asphyxia which seized the Empire and 
held it in intellectual bondage for nearly a 
thousand years. If beavreaucracy can do this, 
it is time ior the rulers of Western Europe to 
hesitate before they impose a similar system 
upon their own peuple. The argument leads 
up to the paradox that the perfecting of Gov- 
ernment is injurious to the intellectual growth 
of a nation; but we must dispute the excellence 
of that form of government with those who ad- 
vocate it. 

One of the most interesting parts of this book 
is the chapter on Albanla. . Scanderberg and Ali 
Pasha of Yarnnina are characters worthy of any 
country,—the former for devotion, seif-sacrilice, 
and heroism, the latter for turpitude, boldness, 
and avarice. Ali Fasha contributed more than 
most historians have admitted to the liberation 
of Greece. His example of independence and 
defiance was infectious. it encouraged the in- 
surrection, and perhaps gave it the promise of 
success which at that particular time was neces- 
sary toits existence. 

The story of the struggle for Greek independ- 
ence is told over. again in these pages, though 
not so well as in many other places. Navarino 
is of too recent date, and too thoroughly imbed- 
dedinamassof current literature, liction, and 

try, to be dismissed ina dry and summary 
ashion. Servia gets a better showing. Kara 
George we know from many accounts of his ca- 
reer, but nowhere else has fulier justice been 
dove to bis singular weakness as well as his 
sincular strength of character. Milosch Oberno- 
vitch, the founder of the present Servian dynas- 
ty. who was a more remarkable character 
even tian Kara George, is well treated in these 
pages. Of free and modern Servia Mr. Clark 
says: At the present time the Servian people 
are exciting a very deep inicrest among the 
older communities of the West. There is in 
them not alone the weakness, the inexperience, 
and the ignorance, but also the simplicity, the 
freshness, the exuberant vigor, and the brilliant 
promise of early youth. They stand in the long 
course of their development where the English 
people stood 400 years ago. They are a people 
whose career is yet to be run, whose work in the 
world is yet to be done; and, as we reflect upon 
the man interesting and excellent qualities 
which they display, we cannot doubt that in the 
not distant future they have some great part to 
play in those magnificent regions so long blight- 
ed by the barbarian tyranny of the Turk.” 

Mr. Clark’s book will prove a help to those 
who desire to get a general knowledge of the 
races of European Turkey, based upon the best 
authorities. and in the smallest sible com-

@ A SHORT HISTORY OF FRANCE. 

The French have always had a great talent 
for killing and being killed. This is a grand 
gift when wisely exercised: honor and glory. 
power and dominion, are its outgruwths. Even 
life aud liberty, all ot them that are worth bav- 
ing. have never been possible since time began 
except at the price of blood. The trouble with 


: 


the French has usually been that their tendency 
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was toward killing and being killed by the 
wrong people. It is difficult to imagine more 
accurately wrong selections than those with 
which French annals abound. If there hap- 
pened to be a person whose existence was 
a curse (say Catherine de Medicis or Louis 
XV.), that person was titely to live op 
and on until killed by vice or old age; 
but when a character comes on the scene whose 
life is an honor and a blessing (say Jeanne d' Arc 
or the Admiral Cohgny), then or she was 
very likely to be taken to an untimely grave. 
It a sufficient number of the eariier monsters 
of crueity had been promptly slain, the long 
tine of tyrants would have been impossible. 
The French contemporaries of Charles First of 
England needed a Cromwell, but found none: 
more’s the pity. The Valois and Bourbons 
mounted the throne one alter another. each 
bailed with hope, and each dismissed with joy 
when carried to his fine tomb at St. Denis, unzel 
at last a really conscientious man (Louis XVI.) 
comes to be King, and lo! be of all others goes 
to the block. The shrewd English applied the 
ounce of prevention at Runnymede aud Marston 
Moor,—the French bad to take the pound of 
cure at the Place de la Greve. 

Let us take a few extracts from Miss Kirk- 
land's Short History of France” to show how 
badly some of the great ones needed killing. 
Under the feudal system (p. 65), To be a Baron 
or a noble was only anotber name for enjoying 
the privilege of living at other people’s expense. 
22 Men who preferred living on the fruits 
of their neighbors’ industry to earning their own 
bread had only to start out at the head of a body 
of retainers and take by force the cattle which 
a poor laborer had been toiling for years to buy, 
or the harvest on which he depended for the 
support of his family.“ 

The Albigenses (p. 77): “‘ A ‘simple-minded 
and harmiess people in the South of France. 
„ They were n fact a sort of Protest- 
ants, and Innocent III. ordered that they should 
be treated like infidels, giving the charge of the 
expedition against them to Simon de Montfort. 
. « „ He thought that the best thine to do 
wits heretics was to buru or hang them. 
No mercy was shown. When the army was 
about to attack a large city which contaived both 
beretics and Catholics, some one asked what 
should be done aboutit. ‘Kall them all!’ was 
the savage answer; ‘the Lord will know his 
own.’”’ 

The growth of lunacy among the nobility 
(b. 182): “The frightful) extravagance of the 
Court-people, who were in the hapit of buying 
everything they wanted and not paying for it, 
created diseoptent among tradesmen, and the 
palace itself was crowded with those who came 
to beg that the King and Queen would pay for 
the fine things they had ordered. Royalty could 
not endure an insult like this, and the Cardinal 
wrote an order, which be caused the King to 
sign, that any one who dared to present a Dill 
should go away or be hauced.” 

Colbert to Louis XIV. (o. 236): At the very 
time when your Majesty told me that the mor- 
sel of bread must be taken from the people’s 
mouths to provide for the navy, vou spent 200. 
000 livres for a trip to Versailles.“ 

The magnificence of the Grande Monarque 
(p. 239): * Another instance given of the King’s 
generosity is, that when the daughters of his 
Ministers were married be gave to each one a 
portion of 200,000 crowns. And all the Court 
said, ‘Oh what a generous King!’ And the 
poor man said, ‘I cannot plow my land this 
year; I must dig it uo as well as I can with my 
hands, for my cattle were all taken for the 
taxes. 

The death of Louis XV. (p. 269): A terrible 
noise, Iike- thunder, was heard in the palace as 
soon as Louis’ death was announced. It was 
the crowd of courtiers hurrying with all their 
might to congratulate the new King.“ 

Alter reading the history down to the Terror, 

one is prone to conclude that the proletarians 
did not more then pay the debt of borrors toey 
owed the upver classes by that time: only ther 
paid it to others than the actual creditors. True, 
the Church had amassed an extent of untaxed 
lands larger than all England, aud the nobility 
held another large quantity nearly equally free 
from tax, leaving scarvely a third part (and that 
the poorest land inthe poorest bands) to bear 
the frightful load of the public charges (p. 297). 
But the bloodiest scenes of the Revolution took 
place after the Church and the nobies had givon 
up their privileges, and the King was become the 
devoted servant of the people. The Galiic isa 
lymphatic and mercurial nature, and is nothing 
it not extreme. For a long time loraity to 
King and bigotry for Church were the fashion; 
then anarchy and the enthronement of 
the Goddess of Keason; then Imperial despot- 
ism; andsoon. France is like a good ship, 
stanch and powerfu!, but crank and given to roll- 
ing.

Tuat black and sterile hight to which one man 
in a million may climb over the crushed hopes 
of his fellows has little place inthe plan of a 
free country. The only dominion the French 
Republic can properly strive for is the dwmin- 
ion ov@® the forces of Nature, that the sum of 
human ppiness may be increased; over ig- 
norance, that error may be lessened; tuen 
her honor and giory will be real, because it 
will be the honor and glory of God and Hu- 
manitv.“

youth of a Republic, especially one for which 
the wind is only too fair, whose chief peril 
seems no to be that of being cursed with 
every gravted prayer.“ ( A Sbort History of 
France for Young People.“ By Miss E. 8.

Houghton, Osgood & Co. have added to their 
new edition of British Poets the English and 
Scottish Ballads, edited by Francis James Child.

Prof. Child says in his preface, have been 
compiled from thé numerous collections of bal - 
lads printed since the beginning of the last cen- 
tury. They contain all but two or three of the 
ancient ballads of England and Scotland, and 
nearly all those ballads which, in either country, 
have been gathered from oral tradition, whether 
ancient or not.” A selection is also made from 
the broadside ballads, the productions of pro- 
fessional ballad-makers, sufficient to show their 
character and general scope, but not so many as 
to weary the reader or unprofitably consume

The collection of batlad-puetry made 
by him is worthy to oer the place it does in 
the Riverside edition, which is the only com- 
plete and uniform edition of British poetry that 
can be obtained at a reasonable price, or that is 
likely soon to be offered to the public. The 
edition will include about flit v volumes, and will 
be sold at an average price of $1.75 per volume.

Price, 
HABITUAL DRUNKENNESS. 

A controversy sprung up in London, while the 
Habituai Drunkards bill was pending in Parlia- 
ment, as to whether drunkenness was in all 
cases a disease. Dr. Charles Backnill, F. R. K., 
maintained that, while the appetite for drink in 
some cases was inherited, drunkenness was 
generally a vice, not a disease. His arguments 
on this head provoked a number of sharp criti- 
cisms, in Parliament aud out, and he replied as 
sharply. His letters have now been collected in 
a thin volume and published by Macmillan & 
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Dr. Bucknill's theory is in opposition to that 
of most medical men this country. The im- 
portant cuvsequence of itis that pathological 
treatment of drunkesmess is absurd, and ineti- 
tutions for the cure of drunkenness nad best be 
at once abandoned. Dr. Bucknill does not 
shrink from accepting this conclusion. He has 
visited nearly all the so-called inebriate as w- 
lums in this country, aiid he believes that with 
the single exception of @ Reformatory iv Phil- 
adelphia, which does not pretend to cure drunk- 
enness, they are all fraudulent or inefficacious, 
or both. lu most of them, he learned trom per- 
sonal observatiou, the patients could and did 
obtain as much liquor as they desired. In some 
instances, patients were detained uujustlv to 
promote the designs of their relatives upon their 
proberty; in others, the restraint exereised upon 
them was merely nominal, but in all the evi- 
dences of improvement were Wanting. * My 
own unpressious of the inebrate asy- 
lums of America.” writes Dr. Buck- 
oill, “are most unfavorable, I betheve 
the treatment of habitual drunkards 
for the cure of their supposed disease to be 
unsound from top to bottom and everywhere. 
I make no exception. The State 
Inebriate Asylum at Media has been sup- 
pressed because it was said to be a failure. 
Tue New York Inebriate Asylum at Ward's 
Island nas been ordered to be suopressed for 
the same reason. The Government at Albany 
has consented to give the Binghamton Asvlum 
a trial for one more year, alter which time, 
unless it redeems its character, the building is 
to be devoted to other purposes. OF Bing- 
bamton Dr. Bucknill writes: It has been a 
scandal from itsinception. . . The utter 
hollowness, or rather the total absence of any 
attempt at discipline and treatment was most 
obvious.”’ 

Dr. Bucknill regards babitual drunkenness as 
an incurable vice. It ean be restrained only, be 
believes, by punishmesat. Continement is often 
a hardship to a drunkard's family, but fine and 
imprisonment for every case ot drunkenvess 
would, Dr. Bucknill believes, be more beneticial 
to the community as s wbole than any system 
of pampering in public institutions. Where 
tried this remedy has been Known to work re- 
markable changes in ‘the habits of drinking 
men. It is, however. d outlook that Dr. 
Bucknill presents. abitual drunkards, he 
says, Will and must themselves; and it will 
be better for them do so, and leave their 
places and possessi others more worthy of

RECENT NOVELS.

By accident she makes the acquaintance 
of a handsome and mysterious man who is first 
violin in a provincial orchestra, but evi- 
dently out of his position. She falls pas- 
sionately in love. Scandal is busy with 
his name. He is charged with 
iorgery, and will not deny it. She still believes 
iu him. ‘hey are engaged to be married. Tuen 
it comes out that he belongs to a noble family, 
and that, for reasons which weed not here be 
explained, he permitted himself to be falsely 
accused. While thisis going forward, one of 
the sisters of the beroine, left at home, has 
married the Baronet. He brings her over to 
Germany. His treatment of her is studiously 
cruel. She is driven to all in love with a music- 
al director. The consequences are sad to all 
concerned; and it cannot be said that, in this 
instance, sin is made attractive, or the punish- 
ment of it too light. The novel, on the whole, 
is a slight enough affair. It exhibits no great 
,ower; but it may pass an hour or two away iu 
av agreeable avd innocent fashion. The 
First Violin.“ By Jessie Fothergill.

M. Turgeneff is in his 6lst year, 
and one of the youngest menI have lately met. 
His crown of snow-white hair, with his snow-white 
beard and mustaches, seem to be rather a freak of 
nature than the proper ornament of old age. His 
face is florid with youthfulness; his shoulders are 
unbent; his step is irm; his whole bearing full of 
robust vigor. There must be something in the 
Slav blood which takes little account of advancing 
years, unlees M. Turgeneff be an excep- 
tion rather than a_ type. His talk 
is full of acute observation mingled with a simplic- 
ity and an absence of self-consciousness which 
few Europeans of the West preserve after early 
youth. He is not one of those writers whom you 
admire in their books only, and who disappoint 
you when you meet them, as if they had not 
enongh to round, but must husband their genius 
for print, and so starve the conversation in which 
they profess to take part. I heard him pour out 
anecdotes for hours.

Five courses: soup, fish, roast, poultry.—with 
vegetables forthe last three named courses; des- 
sert and coffee is quite enough tor a company din- 
ner, and certainly sufficient for a Christian's stom- 
ach, 

One rule I early made for myself, and have faith- 
fully kept it: to lay my table with scrupulous care 
for each meal, and Lnow make no further change, 
it a friend calls, than to add another plate, without 
excuses, and welcome them to partake of the repast 
spread for my own family. 

I have recently visited people that have taken 
days to prepare the meal, and the thought has 
been uppermost in my mind, What shai! 1 do to 
entertain them when they return the visit? and yet 
Ihave been complimented by being calicd a suc- 
cessiulhostess. Lubre is ahappy medium between 
efticiousness and neglect, between extravagance 
and aoundadce, that the young wife should try 
and master. She will then always be at her ease, 
and make otbers feel comfortable and at home. 

To the less wealthy let me say that there is com- 
fort and pleasure for you in your domestic life, if 
you are willing to de economical in ali your ex- 
penditures. The same communion of thoughts 
around vour own hedrth-stone 18 as desirable as it 
would be were you wealthy; and perhaps more so, 
for poverty certainly has its drawbacks a6 well as 
its virtues... Now, while you are young, is the 
time to economize aad mage sure of a home all 
voir own, where you can piant your vine and rose- 
bush to bloom and brigaten your tabdie, and help 
make home aeweet haven of welcome and con- 
tentment to its members. 

There is, aside from the expense of food, many 
Ways of economizing if One is housekeeping, A 
pretty calico morning dress is good enough for 
home, and it can easily be laundried, and 
this item alone saves nearly a quarter 
in dress. In boarding a more costly dress 
is worn, for we ladies have not pet 
got the spirit of martyrs to appear in a print dress 
costing perhaps a dollar.

WANTS, EXCHANGES, ETC, 

Fort ATKixsox, Wis., Nov. 14.—Ethelwvn 
Gray asks directions for knitting mittens leugth- 
wise of the hand. The knitting is just the com- 
mon straight stitch, using only two needles. The 
mitten is made all in one piece and sewed together 
down the line where the thumb is joined on. Cast 
on sixty-five stitches, and every second time across 
cast on one additional, until you have seventy-five. 
Then every second time across narrow one, until 
there are only sixty-five left again. Then the same 
process must be gone through witn again. This 
makes all the widening and narrowing at one end 
of the needle and keeps the wrist edge straight. 
For the thumb, commence with one stiten on your 
needle. Widen on one edge, one stitch every 
eccand time across, until you have five. Then on 
the straight edge-cast on eleven stitches. Every 
second time across cast one additional until you 
have added five: then narrow every second time 
across until you have bound off the five. The 
other end of the neeJle must have one stitch cast 
on every second time across. This forms one-haif 
of the thumb. By reversing the order, binding 
off where one was cast On, casting on where one was 
bound off, vou have at last only one stitch, as in 
the beginning. Draw the end throngh and you 
will have an odd-looking piece calied the thumb. 
‘The long slant, of course, is the part where it is 
to be joined to the mitten. 

This is an ordinary-sized mitten. More stitches 
can be a¢ded or left off, according to the size of 
the hand. The wrists are to be crocheted, and 
three rows of feather-stitch improves the appear- 
ance of the back, If this is not clear, I wiil try to 
explain anything you do not understand about it. 
{ think they are prettier witn bright edge crotchet- 
ed on the wrist. and for the feather-stitch, the 
mittens themselves being dark colored.

„At any rate. as I have said before, I donot 
consider myself covered by the statute of 
limitations, and am ready at any time to demon- 
strate, before any Court, the absurdéty, as well 
as the gross iujustice, of the opinion expressed 
by the Grand Jury as regards myself. 1 cannot, 
however, say that I am surprised at it; 
for I saw very plainly while in Chicago-—and it 
has been equally palpable to me since my re- 
turn—that Mr. Hili and his gang would stop at 
nothing that would in any manner discredit 
me or throw a stain upon my record.

And it is fair to 
say that it is rather rough tbat 1 should be 
compelled to reiuse employment that 1 needed 
because I believed the Supervising Architect to 
be dishonest, and at the same time be held 
responsible for his mismanagement, bad taste, 
and incomrpetency. 

A HINT FOR THE FUTURE. 

4% feel no hesitation in saying that, if Secre- 
tary Sherman will make a radical change iu tuat 
office, and place at the bead of it a competent 
aud bonoravle man, I can indicate to Him, at a 
very early day, business for several Grand 
Juries. Whatever may be the result of this re- 

rt, I believe that good will come of it. 
Te will certainly compel the Secretary of the 
Treasury to make a thorough and exhaustive iu- 
vestigation into the condition of that office and 
its management since Mr. Hill and his associates 

succeeded in driving out those they could vot 
control, and getting charge of the machiuery of 
the Bureau.

MRS. W. C. RALSTON. 


The Guardianship of Her Person and Estate 
Sued For, 
San Francisco Chronicle, 

About a year ago the once handsome widow 
of the late William C. Ralston attracted a con- 
siderable share of public attention and comment 
by reason of statements that she had fallen into 
the tuils of certain skillful and adverturous 
young and needy gentlemen of the world, and 
particularly into those of & New-Yorker, who 
abandoned a wife and children for this more 
profitable affection. This unfortunate woman 
is again brought prominently before the pub- 
lic, this time in the role of a person ſucapable 
of taking care of the liberal means provided 


for her support by the friends of her deceased 
busband, an appeal having been made to the 
Probate Court of this city to provide a guardian 
for her person and estate. The action was 
brought some months ago, and was on the point 
of being compromised torough the intervention 
of A. A. Cohen, who was acting in the capacity 
of a friend. it was arranged that she was to 
have the benefit of the proceeds of an invest- 
ment of $100,000, contributed by the friends 
already referred to, but that she was not to 
have access to the principal. Subsequent to 
this she made ademand upon Mr. Cohen for 
the sum of 620.000. This ne declmed to fur- 
nish, saying that she could only receive 8500, 
the amount ot the monthly installment upon 
the investment for her benefit. Tnereupon she 
withdrew from the arrangementand secured 
two lawvers to represent her. 

To make the cause of the action clear, it will 
be necessary to rehearse a little of the history 
of Mrs. Ralston: After the financial ruin and 
tragic deatu of her husband, W. C. Ralston, she 
was, through the generosity of his wealthy 
friends, endowed with a fortune the income of 
which was sufficient to enable ber with ordinary 
prudence to live in the elegant etyle to which as 
awite she had always been accustomed. But 
little ot this fortune, it is represented, is now 
left, and to prevent the too rapid disbursement 
of that little, the appeal mentioned bas been 
made. The action was commeaced by A. J. 
Ralston, J. D. Fry, and J. C. L. Wadsworth, 
and the pleadings allege that of the fortune of 
something like $175,000 given to her, Mra. Rals- 
ton bad already squandered about $120,000 in 
reckless living and supporting and maintaining

SOUTH CAROLINA. 


A Letter from Secretary Sherman Explain- 
ing the Difficutty of Enforcing the Laws in 
the Palmetto State. : 

The following letter has been addressed to

Treasuny Derarntment, Nov. 21, 1878. —The 
Rev. Lyman Abbott, Lditor of the Christian 
Union—Dxear Sin: Your communication of the 2d 
inst. was daly received, in which you refer to a 
statement by a correspondent of your paper to the 
effect that he has beard that United States revenue 
officers are imprisoned in South Carolina; that 
they have been so for months, and that the Ad- 
ministration fails to protect them: and you inquire 
in regard to the truth of the report. 1 have de- 
ferred replying to your letter for some time, 
owing to the pressure of public duties and my de- 
sire to obtain particulars from the proper bureau. 
I now incioseacopy of a detailed statement of 
facts as furnished to me on the basis of reports re- 
turned to his office by the Acting Commissioner of 
internal Revenue. 

For the better understanding of the action taken 
by the Internal Revenue Burean, I may state that 
in March last one Lewis H. Redmond, with an or- 
ganized band of thirty men, attacked the — of 
Pickens County, South Carolina, and released 
three United States prisoners committed for fllicit 
distiilimg. Upon the application of the Collector 
for that district, he was authorized to employ 100 
men, if needed, to arrest the escaped prisoners, 
with Redmond and his band. This Redmond was a 
notorious illicit distiller, and stood indicted in North 
Carolina for the murder of a United States Deputy 
Marshal. After getting a force of twenty-six men, 
the Collector, at the suggestion of Gov. Hampton, 
deferred employing them for the contemplated 
arrest, to await the action of the Circuit Court of 
Pickens County. I need not detail the proceedings 
of this Court. It is sufficient to say that, so far 
from aiding the Collector in the arrest, its action 
served only to delay, and, in the end, defeat it. 
The Collector was again instructed to employ a 
similar force, and to unite with the Deputy Mar- 
shal in securing the arrest, 

In pursuance of these instructions several jail- 
breakers were arrested, and on the Oth of June last 
four revenue officers undertook to arrest one Amos 
Ladd, for whose arrest they held a warrant as one 
of the jail-breake:s; he had also been engaged with 
Redmond in the illicit manufacture and sale of 
spirits. Ladd resi#ted the arrest, gun in hand, and 
altempted to fire upon the officers who had de- 
manded his surrender. Seeing their danger, they 
fired upon him, and he was killed. Thev at once 
surrendered themseives to the authorities at Green- 
ville, 8. C., considering themselves unsafe at Pick- 
ens Court-House, Thence they were taken to the 
Pickens County Jail, and were indicted for murder 
in the Pickens Circuit Court: but achange of venue 
was taken to Greenville County. In tue prison of 
that countg#three of these officers remain, pend- 
ing the decision/of the question as to the removal 
of the action against them tw the United States 
Circuit Court. 

Thie brief statement of facts will serve to render 
the inclosed letter intelligible. You will under- 
stand from it that the Government has done al! 
that it can do in the legitimate exercise of its legal 
powers to secure the liveration of those officers. 

The difficulty of enforcing the laws of the United 
States in South Carolina has been illustrated dur- 
ing the recent canvass and election in that State, 
when organized bodies of men, fully armed, broke 
up public meetings, and bullied unarmed, unor- 
ganized, and defenseless citizens, who are invest- 
ed by the Constitution with the right to meet and 
diecuss political questions, and vote for the candi- 
dates of their choice. When these proceedings 
were not sufficient for success, they cheated the 
poor blacks of their franchise by the meanest tricks 
of ballot-box stuffing. Such offenses are more de- 
grading and dangerous than resistance to the Rev- 
enne laws. You mast see that it is difficuit for 
the Executive officers of the United States, 
crippled as they are by recent legislation. 
to meet this formidable Opposition to the 
execation of the Jaws. All they can do is to try 
and enforce the laws through the courts; and if the 
machinery of public justice is so corrupted by local 
prejudice that it — — punisb suca offenses, then 
the only remedy isin compjning the political power 
of all those who will not jglerate this new form of 
rebellion against national authority. In this way 
a remedy will be found of made; and its aoplica- 
tion will be hastened in proportion as the true state 
of affairs comes to be understood. The disgrace- 
ful incidents of the late auvass at various points 
in that section will but give additional Krength te 
the feeling that all tae rights of ail citizens cuar- 
anteed by the Constitutiog must be secured. lam,

Would he not gladly 
have saved himself from the storm of written, 
published, and spoken abuse and threats to de- 
feat his contirmation in the Senate if he could 
have couscientiously decided in their favor! 
As an honest arbitrator or judge, he beine con- 
vinced, decided in accordance with his convic- 
tions. He too was faithfut to bis trust. 

Tais should have ended the matter. Arbitra- 
tion having been asked for should have been 
abided by without a murmur. Wasit? No! 
An effort must be made to ascertain if the 
Chiet who held the Nation’s purse-strings in bis 
hand was faithful like the rest: it remained to 
be seep whether fitful attacks upon lesser offi- 
Cials, legal quibbles, combined wealth, backed 
up by newspaper interviews, purposely arranged 
to conceal truth, would have the desired effect 
upou the Secretary of the Treasury, or his rep- 
resentative, Judge Freuch. 

All honor to both of them: the blandishments 
and gold of Ureesus weighed less than the truth 
of Diogones, The law was made the same for 
Dives and Lazarus, and those into whose hands 
its administration was committed neither wish- 
ed to or could strain it to save either the filthy 
lucre of the aceused, or whitewash their tarnish- 
ed reputations, 

Behold the Treasury Ring,—an honest, open 
series of action, based upon simple, unflinching 
justice, a remarkable exlubit of unbroken fidel- 
ity to duty, without combination or collision. 
On the side of faithlessness reward and peace, 
and on the side of duty nothing but contumely 
and reproach. 

It is to be regretted that this Treasury Ring, 
of which the New York dailies prate so loudly, 
does not in reality exist; if it did every honest 
merchant should pray without ceasing that it 
might acquire the power of the boa constrictor, 
and crush in its folds the rotten ox which aptly 
typifies the New York system of importations. 

ifthe eyes of the Nation were turned upon 
Secretary Bristow as an honest official; if his 
bringing to justice the illicit distillers of the 
West made him a prominent candidate for the 
Presidential nomination of a great political par- 
ty, surely Secretary Sherman, who has been 
bold enough to strike a blow at an enemy to the 
Treasury, intrenched behind such defenses as 
these New York merchants were, deserves at 
least some measure of praise.

VILIFYING HONESTY. 
To the Mattor of The Tribuna 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 25.—When the late 
Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Bristow, at- 
tacked, crushed, and punished the Whisky 
Ring of the West, no praise was too florid for 
him from the combined press of New York City, 
and the Euglish lavguage hardly furnished ad- 
jectives sufficiently stromg to serve as denuncia- 
tions of the wicked distillers; but it scems from 
the articles appearing now in these highly moral 
journals that it makes the greatest difference in 
the world when an Eastern ox is gored instead 
of a Western one. 

Secretary Bristow earned and deserved well 
of his country, simply by honestly discharging 
his official duty; only it bappeaed that the in- 

“terest he attacked was one that has always been 
looked upon by some classes of our citizens as 
open to reproach, and was not quite so harmless 
as the importation of kid gloves. 

Fortunately for Secretary Bristow, those he 
brought to book neither occupied high social 
or commercial positions in a great business cen- 
tre, nor controlled metropolitan newspapers 
through profitable daily advertisements, and 
when his crusade resulted lu the destruction of 
a ring that was absorbing the life-blood of a

prits. 

How is it now? Have they one word of com- 
mendation for Secretary Sherman, or Collectors 
Arthur and Merritt, or Gen. Ketchum, or Mr. 
Tingle, or Speciai-Agent Williams, or Appraiser 
Dutcher? These geutiemen have simply done 
their duty, and deserve praise. Have they had 
it? No! Since the moment that their henest 
actions and decisions in the kid-glove appraise- 
ment became public property, no language has 
been strong enough in flavor to serve the pur- 
poses of vilification and abuse. 

Let us look at it, step by step. In the first 
place, Special-Agent II. L. Williams is advised 
that heavy undervaluations are being practiced 
on invoices of kid gloves; he seeks a source of 
information suggested to him; he is convinced 
from the data exhibited and details furnished 
that this assumption is well founded, and care- 
fullv and elaborately confirms it by weeks and 
months of patient, unremitting toil. He has a 
clearly defined duty to perform, and neither 
shrinks before the magnitude of the interests 
involved, nor the social or political influence of 
the parties implicated. His full aud compre- 
bensive report on the subject goes to his Chief, 
Mr. A. K. Tingle, at Washington, and forges 
the first link in what the New York journals so 
flippantly style the Treasury Ring.“ 

Stopping right here, it is pertinent to ask any 
disinterested reader if this is the course that 
would have been adopted by a Treasury Agent 
alllicted with an itching palm?! With this infor- 
mation in his possession, Wouldn’t it have been 
more prolitable and comfortable to have mar- 
keted it where it would bring the most money, 
rather than send it to Washington to become 
Government property at the daily stipend of a 
Treasury Agent? Verily, honesty is at a dis- 
count when such a course as this holds a man’s 
name up as a by-word and reproach.

Two Thanksgiving-dinners which are to be en- 
joyed in this city next Thursday have little his- 
tories connetted with them.

INDIAN HOSTILITIES 

have occurred in vamons localities inthe Territo- 
ries, and have been suppressed by the army: but,in 
cases, not without serious loss of life. both 
ng soldiers and citizens. I remain of tne 
ovinion that permanent peace in the Indian coun- 
try can only de maintained by the exhibition of 
force safficrent to overawe and keep in subjection 

the more warlike and dangerous of the savages. 

lt ws to be hoped that the time is coming when 
the Indien can be governed by other methods; but. 
until he has en reached and elevated 

the infiuences of education and civ- 
on, we must deal with him as 
he is; and by such methods as will Reed 
bim at peace and fnake secure the lives of settlers in 
his neighborhood. While, therefore, we should 
persevere in the efforttoimprove the condition of 
the Indian tribes, by teaching them the arts of the 
herdsman, and aiterwards those of the busbend- 
man, and by providing for the education of their 
youth, we should, at the same time, confront them 
Wh soch military force as will teach them the 
futility of any attempt to resist the power of the 
United States. lalso fully agree with the General 
ofthe Army in the opinion that such nrovision 
should be made by Congress as will prevent the 
jvility of suffering for lack of food among 
lans confined u reservations. 

In short, our policy toward the Indians should be 
designed to enforce these two?propositions, viz. : 

1. Fair and just treatment of the Indians, in- 
cluding tiie faithful performance on our part of 
every mise ; 

2. The prompt and effectual punishment of all 
acts of war on their part, and to thie end the em- 
ployment of a suflicient miNtary force iu the In- 
dian country to act with vigor and success when 
occasion requires, and prevent the possibility of 
the defeat or massacre of small detachments of our 
troops, by Which Indiau wars have been so often in 
the past encouraged and prolonged. 

The experiment of eniistine for special service 
Indian scouts has proved quite successful, and it 
has been a source of regret that the Department 
has not been able to employ a larger number. 
Under the existing law. which treats such sconts 
asa vat of the 25,000 enlisted men of the army. 
it has been impossible to employ. of the 1,000 
authorized, a greater number than 300 with- 
out ng seriously the efficiency of the regu- 
Jar forces. A8 a material aid in the management 
of Inavan affairs, | recommend that the law be so 
amenced as to authorize an increase of the number 
of euch scouts, and so as to declare them to be a 
force in addition to the number of enlisted men 
au for the army proper.

RELIEF OF YELLOW-FEVER SUFFERERS. 

For a statement in detail concerning the issue, 
by my order, of rations to yellow-fever suflerers in 
the Southern States.

It will be seen 
from that report that, while there waa no statute to 
authorize the orders given in the premises, they 
were not unprecedented, similar action having 
been taken by the Government, through this de- 
partment, on several previous occasions, If, how- 
ever, no such precedent bad been found, | think 
the circumstances of the case would have fully 
justified the action taken. 

So terrible was the suffering of many communi- 
ties, so alarming the destitution and want occa- 
sioned by the cessation of business, transportation, 
and travel, that t became a duty of both Govern- 
ment and people, made imperative by the Jaw of 
humanity, to extend all possible relief. 
The fearful ravages of this terrible dis- 
ease constituted an extraordinary calamity 
which required that aid should be granted. In or- 
dering che issues in question, however, i thougat 
it necessary to adopt as a rule for my g idance that 
Governwent aid should not be extended except in 
cases of great emergency, and when noother mode 
of relief was possible, and that rule has been 
strictiy adhered to. In addition to the issue of 
rations. as shown by the report of the Commissary 
General, tents were issued as a loan, as follows:

Also. a small supply of medicines was issued to 
Grenada. I respectfully recommend that a joint 
resolution be passed by Congress approving and 
legalizing these issues. 

I would recommend to Congress the careful con- 
sideration of tae question whether such emeryen- 
cies in the future may. not be provided for by law 
by cenferring authority to act upon the President. 
if it be practicable, the law should be so framed as 
never to leave an executive officer under the neces- 
sity of acting Outside of the statates. 
APPROPRIATIONS, EXPENDITURES, 

MATES. 

The expenditures under the War Department. 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1877. were 
$2,618, 888.69 less than those for the previous 
fiscal year, and the expendrtures for the year end- 
ing Jane 30, 1878, were $4, 324, 734.54 less than 
those for 1877. 

The eatimates for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1880. as presented by chiefs of bureaus. 
were 85.1. 882, 954.67. These I have reduced 
to $40, 387,718.22 which amount is only $1, 910, - 
862.15 in excess of the aggregate appropri- 
ations for 1879, and, as we shal! presently 
see, is only an apparent increase of that amount, 
since the appropriations for the current year 
for the support of the army seem to have been 
upon the basis of 20,450 enlisted men, while the 
number authorized by law was left at 25.450. As 
reduced and submitted, these estimates are for less 
sum of money than any annual estimates rendered 
to Congress from this Department during a period 
of at least eleven vears, and are $2, 727, 724.91 less 
thar. those for the fiscal year 1879, which were 
$43. 115, 443. 24. 

The estimates. as compiled and promulgated in 
the book of estimates, are divided into four classes, 
—namely, the civil establishment, the military 
establishment, the public works, and the miscel- 
laneous, and under these heads they may be briefly 
considered: 

In the civil establishment a slight increase 
of appropriations is desired on account of ex- 
isting necessities which demand the employ- 
ment of a large number of clerks. The pres- 
ent clerical force is insufficient to properly 
attend to and dispatch the current public 
business of this office and of the military bureaus. 
Congressional calls for facts and fizures cannot 
ne be answered, and reasonable requests 
for copies of records cannot properly be granted 
witbout extra bours of labor, volunteer serviceg, 
5 appropriations for the employment of additional 
clerks, 

The estimates for the military establishment are 
$29, 335, 727.33, and are on the basis of 25,450 
enlisted men. the force now allowed bylaw These 
figures, compared with those for 1879, which were 
on a basis of 25,000 enlisted men, show a reduc- 
tior-of $2, 261,543.35, which occurs principally 
in the Quartermaster’s Department: and compared 
with the appropriations for 1879 (in the aggregate 
$25. 936,117.18), which, as understood at this 
Department, were on a basis of 20,450 en- 
listed men, exhibit a difference of only $3, 399, - 
610.15 between the amount of the present esti- 
mates ana the amount of appropriations for the 
current fiscal year. These estimates, if rendered 
for the increased nurader of men on wnat is regard- 
ed as the basis of the levislative allowance for 20, - 
450 enlisted men for 1879, would be for about 
$32, 420, 146. 47. 

The estimates for public works are $7, 670, 981. - 
30, the same being 882. 069. 46 less than those for 
1879, and $1. 814, 403. 70 less than the amount an- 
propriated at the last session of Congress. The 
largest differences between the estimates and the 
apvropriatious ander this head appear in the titles 
** Fortifications and Other Works of Defense and 
** Harbors and Rivers.“ 

In order to continue operations on fortifications 
and other works of defense during the fiscal year 
of 1876, appropriations amountirg to $815,000 
were made in 1875. since that time estimates for 
upward of $2,000,000 have been rendered to Con- 
gress each year, but no greater appropriation than 
$150, 000 per annum has been made forsuch works. 
In view of these facts the estimates for 1880 hare 
been reduced from 8. 188. 400 to $1,000,000, 
which sum. if wisely allotted, can weil de applied 
to improve some of the important works of public 
defense, and preserve them from waste and ruip. 

The annaal estimates submitted to Congress for 
the improvement of rivers and harbors have become 
largely in excess of the appropriations obtained for 
the works; as, for 1876, on 813. 504. 500 
submitied, $6, 643, 517. 50 were granted: 
for 1877, on 814. 301. 100 reported, $5.015. 000 
were allowed; and for 1878, ow 513, 220,100 
sucgested, nothing was appropriated. The esti- 
mates for 1872. compiled by the Chief of Enci- 
neers in order to show full statements of all exist- 
ing facts relative to these works of improvements, 
were rendered for $13, 302.600, but were reduced 
by me to correspond with the aggregate appropri- 
ated Aug. 14, 1876, tne same being $5,015. 000. 
This amount was, however. exceeded in the appro- 
priations for 1877, which were $8,276.700, or

$3, 261,700 more than the estimates as revised. 


The aggregate originally stated for rivers and har- 
bors for 1880 was $15,019,008. This has been re- 
duced on my revision to correspond with the esti- 
mates as revised for 1879, andthe reduction is 
based on the belief that $5,015, 000 judiciously ex- 
pended during the fiscal vear 1580 will be a liberal 
allowance under this head of appropriation for thc 
promotion of the general commerce of the country. 

REPORT OF THE QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL. 

The Quartermaster-General reports that during 
the fiscal year the requisitions from his officé for 
payments and remittances by the Treasury, on al! 
accounts, amounted to $12. 792,603.50. Of this 
amount, $746,749.30 was during the year, under 
the law of the 30th of June. 1874, covered into the 
Treasury to the credit of the surplus fund. The 
balance undrawn in the Treasury at the end of 
June. 1878, was $1. 520, 095. 92. 

The Department moved during the year 79, 260 

ngers, 11,400 beasts, and 109,261 tons of 
military materiais, 

The operations of the Department are embar- 
raseed by the action of Congress relating to land- 
grant raijroads, to none of which can money be 
paid until the conclusion of a suit before the 
courts, 

As the principles and claims involved have heen 
finally acted on dy the Supreme Court, and judg- 
ment in favor of the roads, upon the rates hereto- 
fore fixed by the War Department. has been given 
in every case finally decided, it is thought that it 
would be wise and just to repeal this restrictive 
legislation, and allow the railroad accounts to ove 
settled as other accounts for military service, 
without imposing upon the companies the delay 
and expenses of formal suits, which hereafter can 
— only principles already decided in their 
avor. 

The Quartermaster-Genera) again calls attention

MILITARY SITES IN TEXAS. 
Ex. Doc, No. 282, Forty-third Congress, frst 


session, contains the history of the efforts to ob- 


tain ownership of the sites of military posts in 
Texas, occupied to restrain bostile Indians on the 
north and western frontiers of that State, and to 
preserve the peace and protect property and life 
along the Rio Grande frontier. 

A board, assembled under a law of Congress, re- 
ported in favor of purchasing a number of posts on 
both frontiers. The Lieutenant-Generaij, consid- 
ering the doubt as to the 1 of expending 
money in parchase of land for sites yf posts occu- 
pied on what was supposed to began advancing 
frontier, recommended the purchase of the posts 
along the Rio — only. 

Congress appropriated, on the 3d of March, 187 
$45, 000 for purchase of sites of three posts —2—

and so restricted the War Department that to this 
day the War Department has no title to any one of 
these posts, and has mot been able to use the 
money appropriated for the purchase.

RE T OF THE CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 

The report of the Chief of Engineers states that 
work upon our sea-coast defenses, owing to the 
lack of appropriations, bas been limited to the 
care end precervation of the works, The system 
governing the constracuon of our works of defense 
was clavoraied and adonted in 1859, the main fea- 
tures of waich are the use of heavy earthen bar- 
bette batteries, protected by high traverses, and 
arranged for guns and mortars of large calibre, to 
be supplemented in the future by guns of the 
beaviest modern caliore, and of obetructions in 
the channels (mainly electrical torpedoes) to pre- 
vent vessels from running past the batteries. 

The Chief of Engineers now recommends, in ad- 
dition to completiag the open batteries already 
partially constructed, the conversion of some of 
our casemated forte for the reception of guns of 
the largest calibre. behind armor-plates of iron. 

The trials and experiments wita the torpedo de- 
feuse have continued at Willett’s Point with satis- 
tactory results. 

The battalion of engineers, under the law reduc- 
ing the army, has been fixed at 200 enlisted men. 
Tais number. in the opinion of the Cnief of Eu- 
gineers, is too smali for the eflicient performance 
of the duties required of them. If a war should 
occur with a maritime power, the want of trained 
soldiers to plant and operate our marine defenses 
would be seriously felt; and it issubmitted whether 
the needs of this branch of the service may not 
justifya minimum organization for the battalion 
of not less than S20 enlisted men. For the 
torpedo service alone that number is reguni- 
site. The duty requires an intelligence and 
training which cannot be suppled in an 
emergency. in the event of the increase of the 
battalion as recommended, considerable detach- 
ments therefrom can be advantageously empioyed 
in time of peace in the surveys under the En- 
gineer Department, and especially in tae surveys 
uy the Engineer officers on the staffs of Division 
and Department commanders west of the Misbis- 
sippi River. 

ive works of river and harbor improvement pro- 
vided for by the act of Aug. 14, 1876, were carried 
on during the fiscal year with satisfactory progress 
under the balances remaining of the appropria- 
tions contained iu that and prior acts. Additional 
appropriauons for river aud baroor improvements 
were made by Congress in the act approved June 
18, 1878, and as far as practicable the works pro- 
vided for therein are in process of execution. 
Detailed information in regard to each specific 
river and haroor improvement may be found in the 
report of the Chief of Engineers. 

Ihe survey of the Mississippi. River, recently 
commenced by the Engineer Department, has been 
carried from Mound City. above Memphis, to 
Scanion’s Landing, Ark., and a line of precise lev- 
els has been completed from Mempnis, Tenu., to 
Austin, Miss. Detailed charts Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, aud 7 of the river have been completed. 

The systematic survey of the territory west of 
the 100th meridian, which has been for several 
years prosecuted, under the directioa of the Chief 
of Engineers, by the officers of the Corps of En- 
gineers and otaer officers of the army, has been 
carriea on during the fiscal year in California, 
Oregon, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Texes. The area surveyed and mapped siace its 
conimencement has aggregated more than 300, 000 
squarc miles. 

Tucre is on the staff of each of the General offi- 
cers in commana of the Military Division, of the 
Pacific and Missouri, the Departments of the Platte, 
the Missouri, the Columbia, Texas, Dakota, and 
Arizona, and the District of New Mexico, an En- 
yineer oflice: or acting Engineer officer (ordinarily 
of the rank of Captain or Lieutenant). but these 
oflicers can be of but httie utiiity in the line of 
their profession unless they can each be supplied 
with a small amount of funds to be used in the pur- 
chase and repair of instruments and for assistance 
in their feld work. No little embarrassment has 
becn caused daring the current year by the failure 
of the appropriation for surveys by these officers. 
Taey coilect geograpbicai and other information in 
their own recounoissances and those of line officers 
on scouts and campaigns, and have at very litzie 
expense produced reports and maps of 0 
higgest utility, not only to the command- 
ing’ Generais, but ic the public at large. 
This work is nuw aimost entirely stopped by the 
faijure of the appropriation and the consequent 
discharge of draugutsmen and other persons em- 
pioyed. Unless further appropriation is made, a 
large mass of valuable materia] in form of notes 
and sketches, now ready to be incorporated into 
reports and maps, must remain in its present use- 
lers form. It is earnestly hoped that the estimate 
for this work will receive favorable attention from 
Congress. 

THE MISSISSIPPT RIVER. 


It is greatly to be hoped tnat the attention of 


Congress will continuc to be given to the problem 
how best to improve the navigation of the Missis- 
sippi River. Tbe importance of the: subject can 
scarcely be overestimated, and the large expendi- 
tures now being made inthe improvement of tie 
mouth of the river give it added prominence 

pains the fiscal year the work of completing 
the jetties and auxiliary structures at South Pass 
and vicinity has been actively pursued by Mr. 
James B. Eads and associates, under tre sanction 
of the acts of Cengress approved March 3, 1875, 
and Juve 19, 1878. 

An Engineer officer has been on duty at Port 
Eads during the year. and his reporta, called the 
seventh, eighth, and ninth ‘‘reports upon the im- 
provement of South Pass, etc., bave been for- 
warded to Congress for its information, and a lim- 
ited numberof each of these reports have been 
printed. From the tenth report, which is also an 
annual report for the yearending June 30, 1878, 
the following data are ascertuined: 

July 28, 1877, there was an available depth over 
the bar (at the sea ends of the jetties, of 20.3 
feet, and the least width of the twenty-foot chan- 
nel was 150 feet. 

Ja:y 2 and 15, 1878, there was a practical chan- 
nel of 21.9 and 22.3 feet respectively, and the 
least width of the 21.9 foot channel in the first 
case and the 22-foot channel in the second case 
was 150 feet. 

July 28, 1877, the distance between 22 feet in 
depth inside the shoaiest cross-section and the 
same depth outside wes 150 feet. July 15, 1878. 
the difference between the corresponding 24-foot 
curves was 150 feet. These depths and widths are 
with reference to the ascertained average flood 
tide.” 

At the head ow South Pass, near the begin- 
ning of the past al year, there was a practicable 
channel 25 feet deep in its shoalest part. Just 
after the close of the same year a survey showed 
the existence of a practical channel 21.7 feet 
deep. and the fluctuations in depth during the 
year have deen between depths of 21 feet and 23 
feet. The widths corresponding to these depths 
have been ample for the present needs of com- 
merce. 

The average flood-tide,”’ which is the plane of 
reference for depths at the head of the passeé, is 
that of a low stage of the river. At high-water 
stages the actual depths are from one to two {eet 
greater than the nominal ones given on the chégrts 
and in reports. ; 

In January, 1878, a Commiasion appoizted: by 
the Secretary of War, composed of Col. J. G. 
Bernard and Lieut.-Col. H. G Wright, Corps of 
Engineers, visited Port Eade for tne pur, os€ of 
ascertaining how faithfully Mr. Eads had confagm- 
ed with the strict provisions of the act of Congas 
approved March 4, 1875, relating to the stabegty 
and general permanence of the works constru@ecd 
by him to improve the navigation of South Pass. 
The inspecting officer had certified that on the 15th 
of December, 1877, a channel twenty-two feet 
throughout a width of more than 200 feet. 
at its narrowest point, was obtained, from 
deeper water in South Pass. near the head of 
passes, througn the jettied prolongation of South 
Pass to deeper water in the Gulf of Mexico.” It re- 
mained to be assured that the terms of the law had 
been faithfully complicd with in other rospects. 
The report of the Commission. which has been laid 
before Congress, showed that the twenty-two feet 
chanuel was 200 feet wide, according to a survey 
made Jan. 2, 1877, and that the law bad deen cb 
far complied with as to authorize the yayment of 
the second sum of $500,000 due from the United 
States to Mr. Eads. on the satisfactory proof that a 
channel 22 feet deep ana 200 feet wide everywhere 
had been obtained between the South Pass of the 
Mississippi River and the Gulf of Mexico. I there- 
fore transferred to Mr. Eads my warrant on the 
Secretary of the Treasury for 5500, 000, as directed 
by the fact of Congress of March 3, 1875. 

The act of Congress approved June 19, 1878, 
provided as foliows: 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of War is hereby avthorized 
and directed to draw his warrant upon the Secretary of 
the Treasury of the United states in favor of James B. 
Eads, his assigns or legal representatives, for che sum 
of $----—, #0 soon as the said ads, his lawful as- 
sigus or legal representatives, shall file with the said 
Secretary of War a relinguishment of all claim to the 
payment of 8500. %% 0 provided by the hereinbefore re- 
cited act, to be paid when a channel twenty-four feet 
in depth and not less than 250 feet in width shall have 
been obtained. And the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized and directed to pay to said Kada, his 
lawfui assigns or legal representatives, the sum for 
which said warrant is drawn.

The epidemic of yellow fever reached Port Ea 
about July 26, and, although its ravages did not 
begin during the last fiscal year, it ie well to state 
that the fever became so severe about Aug. 6 that

Tae earlier portion of the low-water season, dur- 
yng which the work of construction is most easilv 
and economically conducted, has therefore been 
lost by Mr. Eads; and as it became necessary to 
aliow those of the United States Engineer party 
under the iaspecting officer wo were not thorough- 
ly acclimated to leave the viqjnity. the regularity 
of detailed reports has been necessarily interrupt-

REPORT OF THE CHIEF Y ORDNANCE. 

The report of the Chief of })rdnance gives a ful 
history of the principal opera®ions of the Ordnance 
Department during the yea The erection of 
buildings at the Rock Is) Arsenal has been 
prosecuted satisfactorily unde@the efficient super- 
vision of Maj. Flagler. Orgaance depots have 
been established at Fort coln, Fort Leaven- 
worth, and Cheyenne. 

Attention is called to the great importance of in- 
creasing the appropriation for the manufacture of 
small arms. On the Ist of October there were in 
store as a reserve supply only 22.585 arms of the 
latest model. Tue moral effect of a large supply 
of these arms cannot be overestimated. To be 
prepared for immeciate hostilities is regarded as a 
great power which must enter largely as an impor- 
tant factor in the determination of international 
questions which may or may not lead to war, 

In accordance with an act of Congress, approved 
Nov. 21, 1877, a Board of officers was convened, 
by order of the Secretary of War, for the purpose 
of recommending a magazine gun for the military 
service. Ali persons interested in magazine guns 
were invited to submit samples and appear in ver- 
son. The report of the Boara is suomitted with 
that ot the Chief of Ordnance. It recommended 
the Hotchkies gun, and, upon the recommendation 
of the Chief of Ordnance the Secretary of War has 
approved the action of (ne Board, and tae expeud- 
ture under the jaw of $20, 000 . ite manufacture. 

The Chief of Ordnance is of tue opinion that the 
present annual apprepr™..: $200, 000 for arm- 
ing and equipping the mt ia is insufficient to pro- 
vide the arms and equipments necessary to en- 
courage new organizations und keep the orgaaized 
forces in proper condition, He therefore rec- 
ommends an increase of the annual appro- 
priation. I suggest that the attention of Congress 
be invited to this important subject, 

BUREAU OF MILITARY JUSTICE. 

In my last annual report I invited attention to 
the recommendation of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, that additional legislation should fix, beyond 
question, a specific period of limitation to prose- 
cutions in cases of desertion. The urgent impor- 
tance of some wise legislation upon this suoject, 
to which the Judge Advocate General avain ad- 
verts, continues to fully impress me. 

A smail army, such as ours, manifestly needs all 
that strict discipline can do t supply, by the 
greatest efficiency, whatever may be lacking in nu- 
merical strength. To this end nothing is more es- 
sential than a good military code, set forth in plain 
and detinite terms, so thai, dy its eflicient execn- 
tion, punishment may follow crime witu certainty 
and etiect. 2 

Desertion strikes at the very root of military 
strength and discipline. It not only takes away 
from the ranks the numbers of those who abscond, 
but it tends greatly to demoralizo those who re- 
“unin, especially when they sec the crime attended 
by impunity. 

Instances, doubtless, are sometimes found which 
naturally and strongly appeal to compaseion in be- 
halfof men who deserted long since, perhaps 
under circumstances of extenuation, and, having 
become useful citizens and heads of growing 
families, live in constant and painful dread of the 
consequences of their crime. For such, as for all 
similar cases, whether military or civil, the par- 
doning power is designed to afford ail proper re- 
lief. 1 
But, in this connection, paramount considera- 
tions of public policy must be overlooked, and in 
fixing any absolute limit to legal prosecutions, ex- 
treme care ought to be taken not to designate such 
an insufficient period as might afford encourage- 
ment to crime by adding to that hope of immunity, 
which forms one of the most ordinary inducements 
to crime, the expectation further held ont of an 
early immunity from all penal consequences. Nor 
would it, in my opinion, de wise to encourage the 
hope thet a deserter may, by secreting himself for 
a few years, escape punishment. It is agreed that 
the statute does not run while the accused may 
have been beyond seas or oftside of the United 
States, but a serious diſfdtence of opinion exists as 
to whether the statute rans in favor of the deserter 
who bas fled from his post of duty but remains 
within the jurisdiction. To say that the statute 
does not run in such a case would be to say 
that there shall be no limitation, since, by the very 
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act of desertion, the softfer fices from his post.“ 


On the other hand, if we’@x the limitation at two 
years, and consider the tit as running from the 
date of the desertion, umigss the deserter flees the 
country, we undoubted encourage desertion, 
Ine subject is fall of di ity, but probably the 
best solution would be tax the limitation at three 
years, and provide tha tue time saall not run 
while the accused shall he absented himself from 
the country, secreted bitiself, or for any other 
reason shall not have Been amenable to justice 
within that period. 1 

While on the subject ofthe amendment of this 
article of war, attention might well be directed to 
another grave defect ( eit is conceived to be) in 
the law. N 

Although offenses savoring of fraud are happily 
rare in the army. yet thutds no reason why the 
laws for their prevention 4nd punisament should 
be imperfect. As Art. 103 stands, it ts doubtful 
whether a fraud or embezzlement that the perpe- 
trator should have succeeded in concealing for two 
years, could be reached by’ military justice, and 
thus it might result that uch an offender would 
escape not only ali aiequate punishment, but even 
dismission from the pubhe service. 

It is accordingly recomnrended that said article 
be amended by extending the limitation in all cases 
of fraud to five years from its commission and dis- 
covery, the time vot to run during the time the ac- 
cused shall remain absent from the country, or se- 
creted. or if he shal) have fled from justice. 

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR-GENERAL. 

The Inspector-General reports that the military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, established 
under the act of May 21, 1874, is now in success- 
ful operation. The officers assigned to duty with 
it are competent and faithful inthe discharge of 
their duties, and the convictsare properly gov- 
erned and emploved, while, gt the same time, 
they are treated with humanity and kindness. On 
the 25th ult. there were 373 military convicts con- 
fined in this prison. 

All the shoes required for issue to the troops are 
now fabricated by the convicts at the prison, and 
are of excellent quality. Inaeeil, itis said by many 
ofticers that we have never before had as good an 
article in our army, and assoon as the additional 
shops now in process of erection are compieted 
many other articles now — — from citizens 
can, it is belieyed, be manufactured to better ad- 
vantage there. At the same time. a large number 
of men would be instructed in useful mechanical 
occupations that would tend to make them better 
qualified for self-support and better citizens when 
they are discharged. | 

REPORT OF THE PAYMASTSR-GENERAL. 

The Paymaster-Gendral urge, the repeal of so 
much of the act of July 24. 187¢, as forbids pav- 
ment to the officers of the arm, of mileage for 
travel on any railrod on Wich the troops of 
the United States are entitled de transported 
free.” and he states reasons forghis request, which 
seem to me entirely satisfactor 

I invite attention to the reco endation of the 
Paymaster-General that such legisiation be had as 
wili require that vacancies ohrring in the Pay 
Department be filled by appoftments from the 
Captains of the line, or from thoge who have served 
as additional Paymasters. 

I also make special reference to that officer's re- 
newed recommendation for the establishment of 
the annuity scheme, which was avproved in my 
last report as well as dy the President in his 
annual messace. Upon a reconsideration of the 
subject lam still disposed to give it my emphatic 
approval. 

The other recommendations of the Paymaster- 
General, all of them apparently wise and judicious, 
are commended to the attention of Congress. 

REPORT OF THE SURGRON-GENERAL. 

The Surgeon-General reports the total number of 
deaths in the army during the year, from all causes 
at 456, or about twelve in 1,000. Of these 121 
died of disease, and 135 of wounds, accidents, and 
injuries. 

The removal of garrisons from threatened points, 
although in some instances deferred later than 
prudence would dictate, has saved the army from 
any serious loss during the prevalence of the 
dreadful epidemic of yellow fever which has proved 
so fatal this year among the citizens of the South- 
ern States. 

The record and pension division of the Surgeon 
General's office has been called upon for info:ma- 
tion as to the cause of death of deceased soldiers in 
21,074 cases, being rather more than an average 
number. There remained on file and unanswered 
at the end of the previous year 18, G97 cases, so that 
the total number of cases to be searched during the 
year was 39,771. Search was made and repiies 
furnished to the proper authorities curing tue fiscal 
year in 22,927 cases. At the close of the fiscal year 
16, 844 cases remained unanswered. 

In the division of surgical records a large namber 
of very interesting and complete reports were re- 
ceived, during the last fiscal year, from medical 
otficers of the army serving on the frontier with 
troops engagedin Indian hostilities, on various 
matters connected with army surgery; but perhaps 
no subject received such carefal attention as that 
of conveying the sick and wounded from the field 
of battle to points of safety, and many were the 
devices that suggested themselves to practical offi- 
cers to make the journey as comfortable as possi- 
bie to the patients intrusted to their care. 

UNION AND CONFEDERATR WAR-RECORDS. 

Tne records of the War of the Rebellion, both 
Union and Confederate, are under the charge of 
the Adjutant-General of the Army. ‘The work of 
r for publication is under charge of 
Col. Robert N. Scott, United States Army, to 
whose report I invite attention. 

The work of collecting reports of battles by 
Union commanders, which were not ally for- 
warded to this office, has been unremittingiv 
ecuted since the close of the war, and a very — 
number has teen added to the files through the 
medium of correspondence. There are yet some 
important reports missing, but hopes are enter- 
tained of procuring them. 

Tne Confederate records obtained in Richmond 
at the time of its capture were brought here in

That the Secretary of War be requested to sub- 
mit to Congress plans for future publications as 
soon as prepared. 

Tue Engineer Department has published a series 
of topographical maps from actual surveys of the 
various baitle-flelds, upon which are marked tue 
positions of the two armies. These are by them- 
selves a history of the War of no ordinary value 
and interest. Coupled With the battle reports now 
ready for publication, they would present all that 
could be obtained or asked. This would immedi- 
ately satisfy the ardent desire of the wublie for 
which it has been impatiently waiting for vears. 
The correspondence, telegrams, etc., could follow 
with little delay. 

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER. 

The chief signal officer reports that the estab- 
lished course of drill and instruction in military 
signaling and teiegraphy, meteorology and the 
siynal service duties atstations of observation and 
report, together with the drilis of the signal corps 
with arms, bas continued at the school of instruc- 
tion and practice at Fort Whipple. Virginia. 

The officers of the Signal Service pass tne course 
of drill and instruction and serve regularly at the 
post of Fort Whipple before being put upon any 
other duty. It is recommended taat all officera of 
the army, intended to be instructed as Acting 
Signal Officers, or to be temporarily instructors in 
geographical military departments for the fleld 
duties of the Signal Service, be here instructed be- 
fore being put upon detached duty. There have 
been instructed during the year ninety-six men as 
assistant observers and eighteen for promotion to 
the grade of Sergeant. 

The wise legislation of the act approved July 20. 
1878, permanently organizing the enlisted men of 
the Signal Corps. providing 150 Sergeants, 30 
Corporais, and 270 privates, has and will de pro- 
ductive of good results. It has done away with 
annoyances andemvarrassments inevitable without 
it. It has fixed ibe service on an honorable foot- 
ing. and cyened @ career, of which they are 
proud, to the best class of young American 
citizens. The office files are crowaed with applica- 
tions for enlistment. The severe examinations are 
successfuliy undergone. The clause providing 
that two Sergeants may in each year be avpoint- 
ed to ve Second Lieutenants. gives that stimulus 
of permanent service and promised reward so long 
and eurnestly sought for. Until the results of this 
organization, up te this time so satistaciory, have 
been more fully tested, it is not advisabie that 
changes be attempted. 

One hundred and forty-seven stations of the first 
class bave been maintained during the year to fill 
the systems of stations of observation from which 
reports are seemed necessary to enable proper 
warnings to be given of the approach and force of 
storms, and of other meteoric changes for the ben- 
efit of agricuitural and commercial interests. 

Twenty-four stations of a second class, hitherto 
described as sunset stations,’ at which a angie 
observation is taken daily, atthe time of sunset, 
by citizens empioved for this purpose, have been 
continued ip operation. 

The daily exchange of telecraphic reports, had 
by comity of exchange wita the chief meteoro- 
logical office of the Dominion of Canada, has deen 
continued. and warnings have been regularly sent 
from tais ob ce to enable signals to be displayed at 
the ports of the Dominion at times of threatened 
danger. 

A careful analysis of the forecasts or ‘* indica- 
tions published, and a comparison with the 
weather changes afterward occurring, wit‘in the 
time and with the district to which each has had 
reference, has given the average percentage of 
84. 36 as verified. An average of 90 per cent 1s 
believed to be attainable. The wide diffusion 
given these reports may be judged from the fact 
that they appear datly m almost every newspaper 
in the United States. 

The display of cautionary day and night signals, 
by flag and lights, upon the lakes and the great 
ports of the United States upon the Atiantic and 
Gulf coasts, has been made systematically on occa- 
sions of supposed especial danger at fifty-seven 
different sea and lake ports and c:ties. 

The exhibition of symbol maps, on which the 
meteoric conditions are shown by symbol, at the 
rooms of tue Boards of Fraue, Chamoers of Com- 
merce, and of otner commerciai associations, and 
at places of public resort. for the benefit of ship- 
ping and other interests; the display of bulletins; 
the distribution of weather maps and the employ- 
ment of other methods for rapidly diffusing for 
public use the information had at this office, have 
been continued. 

By an arrangement with the Post-Office Depart - 
ment, 6,039 printed ** Farmer's Bulletins. on 
which appear daily the forecasts of this office, have 
been distributed and displayed in frames daily, at 
as many diflerent post-offices in different cities, 
villages, and hamiets in different States, for the 
use of the agricultural population thronghout the 
United States. The information given on these 
bulletins is of value for facts relating to the cli- 
matology of the different sections, being condensed 
as they are into orief notes, which are published 

ith the reports. 

A ‘*weather case, or farmer's weatner indica- 
tor, an instrument arranged to exhibit together 
ov a simple plan tue meteorological indications of 
several instruments, and in such way that they can 
be easily noted by any one, is in preparation for 
general use. This instrament is intended to be 
used in connection with the farmer's bulletin. It 
will, it 1 hoped, enable agricultural povulations 
and others to determine in advance sometaing as to 
the character of the coming weather from loca) in- 
dications alone, when added means of information 
cannot be reached or may fail. 

By the great diffusion given the reports of the 
office through the press, the dispiay of the differ- 
ent office bulletins and forms of report, based up- 
on the information gathered upon the files of the 
office and issued daily for the public use, reach 
daily not less than one-third of all the households 
of the United States, 

The. regular daily publication of the reports by 
the press, now continued for eight years without 
cost to the United States, is considered as an evi- 
dence of the usefulness of the reports and of the 
favor with which they are received by the com- 
munities for which they are intended. 

The sea-coast service of the signal service, in 
connection with the life-saving service, has been 
continued during the year. The telegraphic lines, 
reaching from Sandy Hook to Cape May. and from 
Norfolk by way of Cape Hatteras and Wilmington 
to the mouth of Cape Fear River, on the most fre- 
quented, and in some places the most dangerous. 
coasts of the United States, have been continued 
in operation. The stations upon these lines are 
occupied, aod the telegraphic lines are operated by 
enlisted men of the signal corps. 

‘The saving of buman life often rests upon the 
prompt and proper working of these lines, and the 
fidelity and discipline of the force stationed upon 
them. 

The watch kept by the service, and the prompt 
transmission. of afew messages, have. in times of 
danger, saved property amounting to more than 
the cost of the lines. 

A code of danger or distress signals to be fur- 
nished without cost Hal vessels sailing from the 
ports of tne United States, and enabling them to 
communicate by flags with stations or relief parties 
on the shore in case of need. disaster, or distress, 
was last winter issued and widely circulated. 

In purstence of the act of Congress authorizing 
the construction and operation of telegraphic lines 
in the interior and upon the frontier, for connect- 
ing military posts and stations, and for the pro- 
tection of the populations from Indian and other 
depredations, officers and enlisted men of the sig- 
nal service have been continved upon these 
duties. The lines in Arizona, New Mexico, 
and upon the Texas frontier are  near- 
ly completed. The lines in the Northwest, 
for whica provision is made, are pushed rapidly 
forward. The work of construction has been in 
large part done by working parties furnished by 
the active co-operation of department command- 
ers. A total length of 3.200 miles of line is now 
operated and maintamed in the care of officers and 
enlisted men of the signal service. 

The co-operation of scientific men at home and 
abroad has been continued. It has made a worki- 
wide study possible. The popular supoort and the 
support of the press has been steady and consider-— 
ate. There is the assurance of success in achiev- 
ing a public good to follow earnest labor. 

THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 

The annual reports of the Major General com- 
manding the Military Academy at West Point and 
of the Board of Visitors which assembied at the 
examination in June last are hereto appended. 1 
concur with the commanding General in his com- 
mendation of the system of competitive examina- 
tions now so largely used todetermine the selection 
of candidates for appointment from Congressional! 
districts, whica is indirectly, but powerfaily, 
working to improve the school system of the 
State. I also concur in a proposed partial 
revision of the academic system. Bat am 
not at this time in favor of advancing the 
8 for admission, or the grade of 
theoretical studies at the Academy. t would 
serve to exclude many young men of sumcient 
capacity for the ordinary military duties without 
adding a necessary element of usefulness in their 
performance. I would rather droo ont certain 
subjects, to give time for the study of others more 
practically useful. 

I specially commend for favorable action the 
recommendation for sufficient appropriations to 

rocare an adequate supply of water at the post. 
u connection with the all-imvortant subject of 
sewerage, and also to complete the hospital, From 
personal examination last summer, I aw uaded 
that their importance to the health of the 
and cadets is not overstated.

Rockrorp, III., Nov. 26.—The unit of value, 
or more properly we should say units, for there 
are two least wholes which have been the meas- 
ure of all valuable things for all time,—the gold 
and silver dollar,—two things by which all 
valuabie things are computed and aggregated. 
One of these things has been stolen. Tue 
Tumor is doing good service in trying to get 
back the people’s property. We are learning 
every day, and we need more ligbt. 

The mist existing in the minds of the people 
generally is very apparent, and we have but 
very few financiers who are able to make them 
clearly understand the subject. Gold and sil- 
ver are productions of the earth, like other 
mineral substances, and the amount of labor 
required to produce these substances in a 
general way measures their value. Supply and 
demand regulates the price of all commodities. 
A sudden discovery of 5,000 tons of gold would 
influence the markets of the world, and the 
price of everythiug would advance as compared 
with if, and silver with tte rest. About 
1834 gold was too bigh to coin into our money, 
and the gold unit was reduced about 6 per cent. 
Aiter 1537 silver was too high to coin into our 
money and remain in circulation on account of 
the foreign demand, and it continued so for 
nearly thirty-five years, and it wonld be at par 
with gold now on the ratio of sixteen to one if 
Engiand and Germany had not discontinued its 
use as money and thrown a very large amount 
on the market. The gold required to take its 
place nas drawn so largely upon the supply of 
the world that its purchasing power has been 
increased at least 30 per centin all real estate, 
and about 20 per cent in the neces- 
saries of life, and financial ruin stares multi- 
tudes of people in the face. Those two nations 
disturbed the unit of value, and are reaping the 
whirlwind of disasters in consequence. Both 
metals are absolutely necessary, as neither of 
them can be produced in sufficient quantities 
for the use of the world, unless all property is 
reduced one-half in value. 

The Greenbacker says, Give us greenbacks: 
but, without gold and silver, or something in- 
trivsically valuable, lying back to redeem them 
with, greenbacks would be like a bank check 
without any bank deposit, or like a man’s note 
with some question whether he will be able to 
pay or not. 

Grpenbacks are good enough when they are 
exchangeable for silver or gold,—not witbout. 
The unit by which values are measured must be 
valuable in itself. Gold or silver are unchange- 
able, and the amount sufficient for that purpose 
is as much a real necessity as the supply of 
wheet and corn for food. How quickly the price 
of these advance when the cropis short. The 
crop of gold is short, or, in other words, the de- 
mand for it is too long; its power is too great. 
A 15-grain gold dollar would have as much pur- 
chasing power as the present dollar has with a 
double standard. 

The unit of value has been disturbed through 
the illegitimate extra demand for the article 
compoaing it. English and Germans have tried 
to make one metal do the work of two, and we 
have been trying to do the same thing since 
1873. 

It is stuvidness in the people of this conntry 
to debase silver by law so long as we produce so 
largely of it. and are likelv to increase in its 
production for years to come. 

The unit of value was unwittingly disturbed 
when silver was worth more than gold. There- 
fore it was the more easily accomplished. Its 
effect has been to unsettle the value of real 
estate throughout the country, aud it was done 
for the benefit of the moveved power of the 
country, and it was done atatime when the 
people were more in debt than any people that 
ever lived on the face of the earth. No people 
ever owed the amount of private debts that this 
veople owed in 1873. 

Striking out one of the coin units of value was 
the most insane biunder, the most wholesale 
robbery, of the present century. A million bank- 
rupts wiil be the first fruit of it, unless the sil- 
ver dollar is placed on its old footing of free 
coinage this winter. 

This old unit of value had stood for eighty 
years without being disturbed, and the great 
bulk of the capital will be heid in vaults for two 
years more, unless this old unit is placed in its 
normal position. 

This combination of the moneved power for 
the siogle standard gold craze strikes right at 
the heart of the people of this country more 
than auy other people in the world, because we 
are a people of owners of real estate; we are 
unt, as a general thing, renters, but a great 
nation of property-holders, and all the time ex- 
tending, and must be for many years. We want 
both hands to work with; we want the same 
money—gold and silver—and the greenback to 
boot, because the one regulates the other; we 
don’t want the crippling process applied bere 
the same as itis in the old country, so that all 
real estate shall fall into the hands of a few 
aristocrats. We want even-handed justice; pay 
just as we agreed by the same unit of value. 

If England and Germany, by adopting the 
sole gold standard, increased the unit of value 
25 per cent, we cannot afford to follow them. 
They may oppress the people; we must 
not try. The moneyed power of the coun- 
try will contend for the dearer dollars. 
They will contend for the dollar that will buy a 
quarter more of the average product of the 


earth than the debtor agreed to pay them in, + 


and at least 25 per cent more improved real es- 
tate than it would at any time within eightcen 
years previous to 1878. The silver dollar—thev 
may call it worth 85cents if they choose—will 
buy more of the average product of the world 
thao it would at any time in this generation. It 
would be the greatest godsend this country ever 
had if Congress, when it meets, would simply 
undo what it did in 1873, and make the coinage of 
silver as free and unlimited as that of gold, and 
order the Secretary to coin at least $10,000,000 
per month until we had sufficient for the wants 
of the country. This would take nearly forty 
months. Then it should be made a penal offense 
for any Congressman to open his mouth with 
reference to changing the unit of values for ten 
years thereafter. 

The dollar of our dads”? would, by this 
measure, soon be equal to the 2314 grains of a 
gold doilar; the depts contracted during the in- 
Uation will be disposed of to a great extent. If 
Congress will do this speedily, the country will 
soon right itself up again. If silver has become 
cheaper it favors the debtor class and industrial 
interests, and no one has any right to steal away 
their advantage. It is worse than robbery to 
wake the labouring mau pay more than be agrees 
to pay, but it seems money is power and has no 


Conscience. 


President Lincoln told us not to swap horses 
in the middle of the stream, but we went and 
did it, or rather we gave away the best horse we 
had, and have been stuck in mud ever since 1873. 
We were right in the middle of the deepest sea 
of debt. and gold has risen on us like the tide of 
the Red Sea that swept away Pharaoh and his 
hosis. Thousands of our people are drowned 
and are still drowning. Give us back our gray 
horse, Congress; give us back the gray goose; 
she will lay the silver egg. It is the best tor our 
use when it props our gold leg. 

Secretary Sherman has two options, but none 
for the debtor. The creditor has an option 
when he lends his money. Sherman gives him 
another when he receives his pay. It reminds 
one of the fable of the monkey and the cat. 
The creditor is the monkey,—takes both pieces 
of the cheese, H. H. PacMeEr.

ing jokes, and elbowing each other for guod 
places to see the punishment., Many of the 
crowd were negroes, the majority — all 
colors, white yellow, brown, and black, and 
there were three white women, two of them 
young and handsome, the other a staid, matron- 
y womau of middie age. All of them were 
asbionably dressed. What horrid :

Hobry McIntire, a mere boy, pale, delicate, 
and seemingly ove who under prover ing 
would be an excellent boy, was tied up. a 
shivered under the shame hod the cold, vierung 
wind. The Sheriff laid the lash on lightly, but) 
the poor boy moaned, and suffered deeply as 
blow after blow descended upon his 
white skin. 

In the meantime John Britton and George 
Chase, both colored. had been brought ont au 
pilloried. At noon they were taken down and 
given twenty lashes each. Britton bad been 
convicted of stealing a horse, and McGowan and 
George Chase had pleaded guilty to breaking 
into a house and robbing it of a pair of pants, & 
vest, three shirts, a purse, and a gold 
When bis sentence was pronounced George 
seemed quite tickled, saying, *‘ Tnank sir; 
thank you, sir,“ and as he was being ſed um 
the court-room back to his cell, ne said to one 
of the Deputies: “* Twenty lashes! I can std 
that, and I’ve got that medallion yet.” Tals 
shows how ineflicient this mode of pu 
is to deter from crime, 

At 12 o’clock George Warren, a fine-looking, 
stalwart colored man, was led out tobe pilloried. 
He was convicted of burgiary, aud with kim 
James Dooley, a white man, who had been dun. 
victed of receiving stoleu goods, Ine 
the pillory, and were yoked therein witn as puck 
carelessness as if they were oxen. \ While wey” 
were in the pillory the Warden and Sheriff re- 
tired to dinner, and when they bad . 
their meal Dooley was led back to jail to cm- 
mence his term of imprisonment, as | 
stolen goods is not punisnable with the lash, aud 
Warren was tied up. to be flogged with twent7 
lashes. He received his punishmest with 4 
good deal of bravado, which caused a 
twig of the lash as it fell twenty times on bis 
bare back. : 

This finished the day’s work, which to the 
crowd seemed to be one of enjoyment, 
necessarily brutualizes the young people #20 
look on. It is worth remarking that, although 
frequently so stated in the newspapers, women 
are not logged in Delaware.
